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WALTER EVANS, OF KENTUCEY, 
THE PRESIDENT’S CHOICE. 

AN APPOINTMENT WHICH CAUSED GREAT 
BURPRISE—MR. EVANS’S RECORD a8 
POLITICIAN AND OFFICE-SEEKEX 

Wasninoton, May 21.—Late this after- 
goon, and after many hours had been spent in 
consultation between the President and two of 
his advisers, Walter Evans, of Louisville, Ky., 
was appointed Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
ue to succeed Gréen B. Rautr, resigned. Mr, 

Evans's appointment creates general surprise 

and some disappointment. He had been an 

applicant for the office, and his name had been 
mentioned along with a hundred others sug- 
gested, butas he had repeatedly during the 
last 10 or 15 years been projected into the 
arena of politics in a similar way, with more 
er less success, the mention of his name 
excited only remarks about a habit of office- 
seeking that had grown upon theman. No 
one can account for the nomination satisfac- 
torily. Up to4do’clock it was believed that 

Mr. Silas B. Dutcher, of New-York, would 

surely be the Commissioner. At that hour 

the President was in his private office with 

Secretaries Folger and Chandler, and the 

nonination had not yet been made. It is said 

that although one of these three gentlemen 
was opposed, for reasons not altogether dis- 


connected from the Se of last Fall 
in the State of New-York, to the 
appointment of Mr. Dutcher, the President 
and one of his Secretaries were very desirous 
that Mr. Dutcher should take the place, and 
that the President had cffered it to him, and 
was only awaiting a definite reply from Mr. 
Dutcher to enable him to appoint him, or to 
turn to the consideration of some other name. 
;TYhe definite reply is said to have come about 4 
o'clock, in the shape of a dispatch from Mr. 
‘Thomas C. Acton, in which it was stat- 
ed that Mr. Dutcher had itively re- 
fused to accept the proffered place. 
Then, it is said, the President decided 
to name Mr. Evans. Before he decided to do 
80, it is reported, he telegraphed to Mr. Evans 
to earn whether he would acespt if named. 
This formality, to those who assume te know 
Mr. Evans, is spoken of as an entirely unne- 
ecessary proceedine, for Kentuckians here say 
that any one who knows him would have 
red a fortune that Evans would accept 
any office that might be offered to him. It is 
t to aseertain on whose recommenda- 
tiom the +s pone g was made. That it has 
no political strength behind it is generally as- 
serted. Mr. Evans is admitted to be respect- 
abie, and to bave fair ability, but no one has 
been heard to say that his nomination will 
produce any marked political change in Ken- 
tucky or any other Southern State, 

From persons who have known Mr. Evans 
it is learned that he was born at Hopkinsville, 
Christian County, Ky., and is about 42 years 
of age. He is a lawyer by profession, and 

ices in Louisville. During the rebellion 

e was a Union man, and served as a Lieuten- 
ant forashorttime. Joining the Republican 
Party, he became identified with the Bris- 
tow faction in that State. A breach opened 
between them, caused, it is said, by an 1m- 
pression on Mr. Evans's part that Mr. Bristow 
did notsecure an office for him which he very 
much coveted. When Mr. Evans became a 
randidate for Congress the breach was 
widened in consequence of Mr. Bristow’s fail- 
nre to vote for him. When the Kentucky Re- 

ublicans divided into Bristow and Harlan 

tions Evans overcame his animosity to 
Bristow, and, ‘“‘ making up” with his former 
antagonist, ranged himself with the Bristow 
men. Mr. Evans has not been often elected 
to office, but he has been a candidate 
for many places, elective and appointive. 
He was elected to the State Senate 
from Christian County, which is strongly Re- 
publican, serving in 1573 and 1874. He was a 
candidate for the office of United States 

District Attorney. He was also a candidate 

for the office of United States Marshal. He 
was acapdidate for Governor. He was alsoa 
candidate for member of Congress, and a can- 
didate for United States Judge. At one time, 
a few years ago, he had a long and acrimo- 
nious dispute with Marshal Eli H. Murray, 
now Governor of Utah. Mr. Evans’s 
appointment will, it is said. be re- 
gerded in Kentucky as a triumph for 
the Grant men of the State. Mr. Evans was 
an active Grant man in the State in 1850. He 
went to the convention two days in advance of 
the Kentucky delegation, and before the 
Louisvilie delegates arrived he had made the 
acquaintance of Senator Conkling and other 
Grant leaders, and had assumed to take Ken- 
tucky’s delegates into his own hands and dis- 
pose of them as the leaders saw fit. His 
presumption received a check when the dele- 
gates arrived and chose Mr. John D. White, 
instead of Mr. Evans, as the Chairman of the 
fielegation. Mr. Evans is: a Grant medalist, 
one of the 306. He voted from first to last for 
Grant, and is enrolled as one of the *‘ honor 
men” of the Chicago Convention. While it is 
believed that he has fair ability and will hon- 
estly administer the business of his office, 
there is a disposition to criticise the nomina- 
tion as the selection of a small man for a large 
place. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 21.—The startling 
event of to-day in political circles was the 
telegraphic announcement at 4 P. M., trom 
Secretary Folger to Col. Walter Evans, of the 
appointment of the latter by the President to 
the vacant Commissionership of Internal 
Revenue in place of Green B. Raum. THE 
Times’s correspondent called on Col. Evans, 
and, after congratulating him, asked him if he 
would accept. Hereplied: ‘I have already 
telegraphed my acceptance, and, in obedience 
to the suggestion of Secretary Folger, I 
have taken and forwarded the oath 
of office to him at Washington.’”’ Col. 
Evens further said that he felt 
this to be the highest compliment of his life, 
and that event of which of all others he was 

roudest. He said he felt certain that the 

resident bad been sure at all times of his 
warinest interest and friendship, as well as 
ossessed of a well-defined sense of apprecia- 
ion of his services to his party, as have all the 

unselfish Republicans of the State. Col. Evans 
was an officer in the Fifth Kentucky Federal 
Regiment under Gen. Bb. H. Bristow. He has 
been a stanch Kepublican ever since the war, 
and was one of the first Kepublicans elected 
to the Legislature, carrying a DVemocratic 
district into the ranks of the party, where it 
has remained ever since. He was afterward 
elected to the State Senate from a district 
never Republican before; was the leader of 
the State Kepublican organization in every Na- 
tional Conaention after the war, and in 1880 
made a thorough and laborious canvass of the 
State as the nominee and candidate of 
that party for Governor. In short, he bas 
fone more work for the party, without 
recognition by any of its Administrations 
than any other Republican in the State. Tele- 
grams and calls of congratulation, as well as 
pf newspaper reporters, were the order at his 
office this avening. This Administration has 
not made an appointment which is so popular 
bere, and the country can be congratulated on 
having an inflexible, hovest, and kindly gen- 
tleman in the important place of Internal Rev- 
enue Commiszioner, 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 21.—The anpoint- 
ment of Walter Evans to the office of Internal 
Kevenue Commissioner is rezarded here, where 
there is naturally a close affiliation with the 
best type of kentucky Republicanism, as 
an indication of the disposition of 
the Administration to recognize and 
strengthen the ‘Republican Party in tue 
Southern States, which is probably true.

THE EXTRADITION OF CRIMINALS, 

DEFECTS IN THE ASHBURTON TREATY WITH 
GREAT BRITAIN. 

Wasurtneton, May 21.— While the British 
Minister here has received no instructions 
recently from Earl Granville to undertake the 
revision of the treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain with regard to the 
extradition of persons charged with serious 
offenses, it is true that the existing treaty has 
for many years been regarded as defective in 
the clauses touching extradition. During Mr. 


Fish’s term as Secretary of State the extra- 
dition provisions of the existing treaty, being 
article 10 of the treaty of 1842, own 
as the Ashburton treaty, were criticised as 
unsatisfactory and a request was made that a 
revision should be made. From time to time, 
before the present agitation in Ireland : 
the subject was referred to by the British Min-. 
ister and the State Department, but the diplo- 
matists never put their heads together to make. 


the necessary corrections. The treaty with | 


Great Britain enumerates as extraditable of- 
fenses only murder, assault with intent to com- 
mit murder, arson, larceny, and perjury. If 
a revision should take place, the treaty would 

bably be made to conform more closly in 
ts enumeration of offenses for the commis- 
sion of which prisoners would be surrendered, 
to those now in force between the Umted 
States and Belgium and Spain. Our treaty 
with Belgium, proclaimed in 1882, provides in 
artiele 3 that each country shall surrender to 
the other, upon proper demands, persons 
charged with rape, attempt to commit rape, 
bigamy, abortiun, mutiny on shipboard, when 
the crew or part thereof shall have taken pos- 
session of the vessel by fraud or by violence 
against the commander; burglary, the coun- 
terfeiting of public, sovereign, or Governmental 
acts, the fabrication or circulation of counterfeit 
money, either coin or paper, or of counterfeit 
public bonds, coupons of the public debt, bank 
notes, obligations, or in general anything be- 
ing a title or instrument of credit: embezzle- 
ment, where the crime is subject to punish- 
ment by the laws of the place where it was 
committed; willful and unlawful destruction 
or obstruction of railroads which endangers 
human life, and last, and perhaps most inter- 
esting, as probably covering the later needs of 
the British Government, the reception of arti- 
cles obtained by means of one of the crimes or 
offenses provided for by the convention with 
Belgium, ‘‘extradition being also granted 
for the attempt to commit any of the 
crimes above enumerated where such at- 
tempt is punishable by the laws of both con- 
tending ies.” The Spanish treaty adds to 
the list of offenses for which extradition may 
be demanded destruction of vessels and kid- 
napping. It may be that the fact that the old 
treaty of 1842 was discovered to be defective 
may stir up the British authorities to insist . 
that Biel. shall be done to afford Eng- 
land the same opportunity afforded to other 
nations by the Po nited States, and that the 
State Department will soon be urged to take 
up the long neglected work. Nothing has been 
done about it for several years. 


COLLECTOR WICKER’S ENEMIES. 
THE EFFORTS OF FLORIDA REPUBLICANS TO 
HAVE HIM REMOVED. 

Wasuincton, May 21.—A petition was 
brought here from Key West, Fla., about May 
1, asking for the removal of Frank N. Wicker, 
Collector of Customs at Key West. The peti- 
tion was signed by 51 Republican and Inde- 
pendent members of the Legislature, who ex- 
pressed the opinion that the interests of the: 
party in the State required his removal. To- 
day another petition was filed with the Treas- 


ury Department, signed by 400 voters of Key 
West and the Congressional Committee of the 
First District. Congressman Bisbee and the 
Republican State Committee are in favor of 
the removal of Wicker and the appointment of 
State Senator George W. Allen, of Key West. 
Mr. Edward M. Cheney, Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee, on May 17 ad- 
dressed a letter to Mr. J. W. Menard, of 
Florida, who is in this city, in which Mr. 
Cheney says: ‘‘I have written (by to-day’s 
meil) a strong letter to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, urging Allen’s appointment, and 
stating, as Chairman of the State Central 
Committee, that this change is a political 
necessity, as there can be no harmony in the 
party at Key West while Wicker remains in 
the Custom-house there.” The President, to 
whom application has been made for Mr, 
Wicker’s removal, is said to have decided to 
act upon Secretary Folger’s recommendation 
in the matter. It is said that Mr. Butler, the 
Treasury appointment clerk, is warmly at- 
tached to Mr. Wicker, and that the Hon. 
Richard Crowley, who secured Mr. Wicker’s 
place for him, is opposing his removal.

A MOTHER’S SAD DEATH. 


THE DAUGHTER OF THE LATE SENATOR HILL 
KILLED IN A RUNAWAY ACCIDENT. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 21.—Mrs. Robert B. 
Ridley, youngest daughter of the late Senator Hill, 
died at 2:30 o’cleck this afternoon under distress- 
ing circumstances. On Friday evening, with her 
baby, a few weeks old, and Miss O'Callaghan, she 
went out driving. After being out half an hour 
she drove past her home, left the babe with its 
nurse, and drove out tothe Boulevard. Just as she 
turned the street a white man. Albert Thomas, and 


two negroes, drove their horses by at a gal- 
loping gait. haillooing andfurging them on. 
Mrs. Ridley’s horse. being very spirited, 
teok fright and dashed away at a fearful 
rate. The ladies jumped, Miss O'Callaghan 
sustaining bruises and Mrs. Ridley falling upon 
her head and lying unconseious. She was taken 
into the house of Mr. E. F. Mayes, and ber hus- 
band, Dr. Ridley. summoned. He called Dr. Willis 
F. Westmoreland, who at once declared that death, 
or insanity if life remained, would epsue. The 
lady lay uneonscious from that time till this after- 
noon, when death relieved her, with but one inter- 
mis: —yesterday—when her 5 weeks’ old babe 
was Drought to her. She extended her hands. took 
ita moment, smiled, then let it down with ex- 
haustion, and avain became unconscious. 

Mrs. Ben H. Hill, the lady's mother, who was in 
Athens, arrived, but was so shocked that ber death 
is now expected. Mrs. Ridley was one of the most 
popular ladies in the city.

This dress is for the 
ball of the noblesse, 

Another ball dress, to be worn at the soirée 
which will be given by the city of Moscow to 
the Czar, hasa train of crépe rayé and satin 
paille crépe, the stripes embroidered in relief 
with silver sprays, and the front embroidered

fringe of wild flowers, 

Another toilet is an opera dress of the Louis 
Seize style.

The following are the toilets which Worth 
has completed for the Grand Duchess Vladi- 
mir: On the occasion of the entry into Moscow 
a short dress of crépe du chine, trimmed with 
flounces of white silk and muslin, embroidered 
with white roses. A grande ceinture of moire 
blanche, with large bouquets of lilacs in the 
centre. For the ceremony of the coronation 
her Imperial Highness will wear a velvet court 
mantle, épinglé, with pale rose, and embroid- 
ered with her imperial arms, set off with rich 
Renaissance designs. The sarafan is of rose satin, 
embroidered with silver and trimmed with 
clusters of pearls and marabout. At the ball 
of the noblesse she will wear a toilet of white. 
crépe, embroidered with silver violets inter- 
spersed with Parma violets, a grand ceinture 
of diamonds, with a cordon of violets. At’ 
the city of Moscow ball her toilet will be’ 
of silver gray crépe, embroidered with silver 
roses of the genre Trianon, trimmed with gar- 
lands of roses and silver hazelnuts. For the 
opera she will wear a robe of white China 
crépe broché over a white satin jupe, the 
whole richly trimmed with cascades of pearls. 
The corsage Beauharnais is fastened by 
agraffes and heavy tassels of pearls. On the 
féte du jour of Moscow she will wear a short 
Watteau dress of China crépe and satin 
merveilleux of gris perle, trimmed with inser- 
tions of Malines lace and relieved by bows of 
plum-colored velvet ribbons. The hat is of 
gris perle crépe, trimmed with gris perle and 
loops of plum-colored velvet.

and as Julia did not agree with the lady whom her 


father had taken for his second wife, she made the 
home of Mrs. Weisman her residence. About three 
weeks ago she left, saying she was going to the 
country to visit friends. No concern was felt 
about her, and the surprise of Mrs. Weisman may 
be imagined when on Tuesday of last week she re- 
ceived word that her sister lav very ill at Mrs. 
Webster's house, in Gerden-street. This was the 
first intimation she bad had of Julia’s presence in 
the city, and a hurried visit to the place cenfirmed 
her worst fears. 

On the day following C. W. Seymour procured a 
marriage license and married the dying girl. Julia 
kept growing worse, and on Thursday Mr. W eis- 
man called to take herawavin a carriage. Just 
before starting Mrs. Webster gave the girl some 
medicine, and after she took it she fell into a stu- 
por, from which she never awoke.

A JEALOUS COLORED WIFE S8sTABS HER 
RIVAL. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 21.—Within the past 
few days a mania for murder seems to have de- 
veloped among the women in this part of the coun- 
try.

The funeral was conducted in a quiet man- 
ner, and to all appearanees the crime was buriec 
with the corpse; but strange conduct on the part 
of Jones’s wife made her acquaintances suspicious.

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A STORM-SWEPT COUNTRY 


TERRIBLE TEMPESTS ON THE 
LAKES. 

LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY ON LAKE 
MICHIGAN—VESSELS ASHORE ALL ALONG 
TNE LAKE COASTS—NARROW ESCAPES. 

CuicaGo, May 21.—Since Oct. 16, 1880, when 
the Alpena went down and 60 lives were lost, Lake 

Michigan has been swept by no gaie so disastrous 

to life and property as the storm of last night. The 

latest reports show that the entire line of country 
from Lake Superior to Lake Ontario has suffered. 

The weather here to-day has been cold, snow fall- 

ing at intervals during theforenoon. The wind has 

raged with inereasing fury. A large number of 
vessels have been driven ashore, and six men are 
known to have been drowned near ths break water. 

At present there are more than 100 vessels just out- 

side the harbor tempest-tossed and in immense 

danger of destruction, but owing to the heavy 
sea no tugs dare go to their rescue. The following 
incident will illustrate the force of the wind and 
waves: The outer detached breakwater rises about 
eight feet above the surface of the lake. The 
schooner Mary E. Cook was driven ashore early 
this morning, the waves running so high that the 
piers were hidden from view. Suddenly the schooner 
found herself on the top of the breakwater, and 
two subsequent billows carried her completely over 
it into the harbor. Another sehooner, on reaching 
the harbor at 1 o’slock this morning, Jet go both 
her anchors opposite the exposition building. The 
violence of the storm broke the cables, and the 
vessel began drifting, going ashore at the foot of 
Twenty-cighth-street, where she now lies water- 


logged. River and lake men complain bitterly be- 
cause no lights were displayed on the break water. 
A careful estimate of the losses thus far reported 
piaces the figures at $150.000. The wind has not 
moderated, and it is predicted that other wrecks 
will be found in the morning. A dispatch from 
Escanaba, Green Bay, Mich., says the hurricane 
there was very severe. The wharf took fire from 
the chimney of a steamer and was burned, the city 
narrowly escaping destruction. Much damage is 
reported to craft in Saginaw Bay. At East Tawas, 
Mieh., this morning, the gale was severe, the mer- 
eury being below the freezing point. 


Port Huron, Mich., May 21.—A strong 
north-west gale, which sprung up during the night, 
is driving everything into port. The schooner A. 
J. Covell, whieh left on Saturday night, bound up, 
was driven back and ee ote some water. The 
steam barge Alpena, bound down, from Bay City, 
with barges laden with lumber, Jost her barges off 
White Rock about 3 o’cleck this morning. She 
staid by them and finaily got them all on 
the tow-line again. The steam-barge Germa- 
nia sailed this morning, on her way down 
with barges, which went adrift. The Sprague 
and the Orton sailed inthe morning and are still 
out. The steam barge Carrey lost her tow off For- 
ester this morning. The Stewart sailed in, but the 
Ranzor is still out. The schooner Unandilla, 
‘bound down, has five feet of water in her hold. 
The steam barge Tuner, with a tow, ie water- 
"logged. A barge lies off Lexington in the trough 
of the sea in a helpiess condition. She is supposed 
to be the Rayner. A tug will be sent to her assist- 
ance. An unknown schoorer, supposed to be the 
Melville, is ashore on the Canadian shore, near 
the entrance to the St. Clair River. She is 
stuck hard. The tug Clark has brought in the 
barge St. Joseph, whose cook,a woman namea 
Sophia Nally, of Marine City, was washed over- 
board with the deckload and lost. Capt. Robel. of 
the St, Joseph, who was washed overboard, was 
washed back again, and was badly cut about the 
heaa. The crews of all the barges were rescued 
by the tug Clark one at a time by the use of a tow- 
line.

MILWAUKEE, May 21.—Off this port, last 
night, six of the crew of the schooner Vetrel de- 
serted the Captain, and, taking a yawl boat, at- 
tempted to reach the shore, thinking the schooner 
would founder. She did not, however. and they 
had gone but a short distance when the yawl was 
eapsized asd three of the crew were drowned. 
The others clung to the bottom of the boat and 
were saved this morning. The Captain was picked 
up off the wreck by atug. The schooner Mar- 
garet Dall, of Chicago, arrived bere this morning 
totally dismasted.

The 
highest velocity of the wind on Lake Erie was 28 
miles an hour.

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MINING GULCHES FLOODED, 
DEADWOOD AND OTHER TOWNS SWEPT— 
LOSS OVER HALF A MILLION DOLLARS. 

St. Pau, Minn., May 21.—The latest spe- 
cials from Deadwood to the Pioneer Fress give a 
more complete idea of the terrible devastation by 
the flood. As the stream suddenly rose, bearing 
in its course whole trees, parts of buildings, and 
huge timbers, the populace become almost dis- 
mayed. The controlling winds retarded the pres- 
sure which was accumulating, and dammed drift- 
wood of every description against the buildings 
which are built over and across Whitewood Creek, 
on Lee-street. Cushman’s two-story building was 
closed and fired under the direction of the Fire 
Department. This served only as a temporary re- 
lief, for, as the waters kept rising, one by one the 
buildings in Lee-street were carried down the 
stream till all except 60 feet of Lee-street, nearest 
Main-street, was washed away, and the waters 
kept rising until they reached Sherman-street, when 
Sherman-street from Lee-street was all earried 
away. Every building near the chanuel was washed 


away, and it is impossible to gather ali the losses. 
Lead City suffered the Jeast. The greater part of 
the damage done there was to the railroad tracks 
and the Homestake Mining Company. Golden 
Gate, Anchor City, Central City, and South Bend 
al! suffered terribly. Two quartz mills were washed 
away and a-brewery was nearly all carried away. 
South Bend was absolutely washed out and Golden 
Gate nearly so. There is nota mine that can be 
worked without first removing the water. The 
most important business portion of Deadwood 
City, including the banks and wholesale houses 
generally, were saved, owing only to their elevated 
situation. Chinatown,in the lowerend of Dead- 
wood, was washed out. The loss of life, compared 
with the loss of property, is very lignt. As far as 
known only five lives have been lost. George 
Chandler and wife, who kept tne toil-gate between 
Lead City and Deadwood, were Growned. Mr. 
Chandler's body has not been recovered. A man 
named Brindley was killed by a failing tree, which 
had been undermined by water. Other men, 
whose names are as yet unknown, were drowned 
in Whitewood Creek. The body of Mrs. Chandler 
bas been recovered, as has that of Brindley. 

The other bodies have not yet been found. The 
total loss of property has been estimated at $700.- 
000, though I think $450,000 will cover it in Dead- 
wood. ‘ihe new public school-house, erected at a 
cost of $12,000, was washed away, as also was the 
new Methodist church recently completed at a 
cost of $6,000. All travel to and from the bills is 
stopped owing to the swollen condition of all 
streams enst from the hills. The west-bound 
stage, with 35 passengers, is lying at Cneyenne 
River, with a scarcity of food, and it can get no 
further until the water, in a measure, subsides. Fol- 
lowing are a few of the largest buildings destroyed: 
The two-story brick fire-proof of Ben Baer, fire- 
proof building of J. K. P. Miller. the two-story 
building of Kidd and Benn, the public school-bouse, 
Methodist chureh, Welch, Farley & Co.'s store, 
warehonse of Isman & Avres, Samuel Cushman’s 
house, Cassel’s quartz mill, another quartz mil! on 
Deadwood Gulch, nearly all of Rosenkraus’s brew- 
ery, and numerous other buildings. More than 100 
houses were washed out ef Deadwood alone. 

Svearfish and Crook City were damuned, but as 
the wires are down. it isimpossibie to give a de- 
tailed account of loss in these towns. Rapid City, 
situated on Rapid Creek, at the base of the moun- 
tains, suffered comparatively little from the flood. 
The loss to the city proper will not reach over 
$1,000, The broad, fertile valley above and below 
the town was entirely submerged, and it is feared 
that in the Rapid Valley, more than 40 miles long, 
end extensively cuitivated, there are not more than 
500 acres of grain that have net been washed out 
The loss in this quarter eannot be estimated, but it 
will, no doubt, reach $50,000 on Spring Creek and ! 
Rapid Creek. In the mountains every bridge is re- 
ported wash2d out. 

BisMARCK, Dakota, May 21.—A special dis- 
patch to the /ridune gives the following addit’onal 
facts regarding the flood at Deadwood: “A/most 
every duy for a month there has been a fall of rain 
which has rendered the roads impassable and 
thoroughly saturated the ground. A heavy fall of 
snow foliowed, but disappeared rapidly under the 
heavy, warm rain of Friday night and Saturday 
The guiches or valleys in the hills are from | 
a few hundred feet to probably a quarter of | 
a mile wide. Deadwood is situated at the 
junction of the Whitewood and Dead wood Gulches, 
and numerous other gulches emptied their aceumu- 
lating water from the mountains into these two 
main gulches, making a volume of water that 
rushed down Whitewood with resistless force 
Central City. Anchor City. and Golden Gate are on i 


Deadwood Gulch, above Deadwood City. The 
greater portion of Central City was above the 
flood, but for Anchor City and Golden Gate there 
was lO eseape, the gulch there being not over 600 
feet wide. 

The main residential portion of Deadwood is 
from 100 to 300 feet above the guleh, and the main 
business portion is alse above the danger line. The 
portion destroyed was oecupied by cheap tene- 
ment Houses, second-class hotels, laundries, small 
traders, sporting houses, livery stables, &c. Some 
of the buildings are built over the stream, which, 
at its ordinary stage, is but a few feet wide. 
This locality is generally avoided, however, 
its danger being recognized. When the 
flood came timely warning was given by 
means of the telephone system which exists 
in the hills, and the most valuable articles were re- 
moved by the residents. The intensest excitement 
prevailed ; horsemen rushed in every direction, and 
hastily loaded vehicles jostled each other. When 
the flood came it swept everything before it ex- 
cepting the most substantial buildings. 
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WIND AND SNOW IN OBIO. 
CLEVELAND, May 21.—A fearful wind-storm 
has prevailed here all day, the wind blowing at 
times at the rate of 30 miles an hour. The storm 
is general all over Northern Ohio and the crops 
are badly damaged. Aspecial from Findlay says a 
snow-storm has been raging there all day, falling 


to the deptn of three or four inehes. Merchant's 
new iron foundry, in this eity, was totally demol- 
ished this morning, involving a loss of $5,000. 


CINCINNATI, May 21.—A storm of thunder 
and rain began here early on Saturday night and 
has continued falling ever since, with a short in- 
termission. At 11 o’clock this morning snow began 
falling, mixed with rain, but it did not remain on 
the roofs and trees until after dark, and then only 
slightly. At 5 o’clock this afternoon the ther- 
mometer marked 37°. The snow and rain continued 
at 10 o’clock to-night, with signs of abatement. 
Dispatches recelved here report storms with the 
same features in Ohio and Indiana from the Ohio 
River to the lakes.

Marysville, Ohio.—A bdiinding snow storm has 
prevailed since the forenoon, 


CoLumeus, May 21.—The rain-storm which 
began here Saturday afternoon continued during 
the greater part of the night, accompanied by 
sharp lightning ana a brisk westerly wind. The 
rain has fallen during the greater portion of the 24 
hours, while the thermometer has fallen to 41°.

AN ARMY OFFICER'S DIVORCE. 


MAJOR A. H. NICKERSON CHARGED WITH 
FRAUD AND PERJURY. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—Counsel for the 
divorced wife of Major Ayer H. Nickerson, As- 
sistant Adjutant-General in the United States 
Army, made application in the Common Pleas 
to-day for a rule upon the Major to show'cause 
why the divorce should not be set aside. The ap- 
plication was supported by an affidavit of the lady 
charging Major Niekerson with fraud and per- 
jury. Theapplication was granted and the rule 
made returnable on Saturday next. The divorce 
was obtained in the latter part of April. The 
matter has been made more serious by tne factthat 
three days after the decree had been awardea the 
Maior was married again. The act of Assembly 
requires a residence of one year in the State to 


give a court jurisdiction. The Major, it is alleged, 
had a residence in this city fer 14 menths, which, 
it is said, he visited only 11 times during that 
period. Major Nickerson married a Miss Carter, 
a Baltimore soeiety woman. The first Mrs. Nick- 
ersou is a near relative of the historian Bancroft. 
She met Major Nickerson in California, where she 
lived with her mother, about 12 years ago. They 
bad one child, a daughter. 

Mrs. Nickerson and her daughter sailed in 1880 
for Bremen, Germany. Her departure, she said in 
her affidavit yesterday, was with the advice and 
consent of her husband. The Major, she declared, 
premised that he weuld follow her abroad as soon 
as he could obtain leave of absence. She waited 
tor him, but he did not come. As the months went 
by she grew fretful and lonely. She begzed him 
to take her home, but he would not. At first she 
attriputed his refusal to pecuniary troubles, and it 
was long afterward, she says, that she learned he 
did not want heranymore. Their correspondence 
was frequent and regular until about a year ago. 
Abont that time, however, the letters and remit- 
tances that had been formerly sent to her were 
direeted to herdaughter. She was ata lossto ac- 
count for this change. Sheasked for an expilana- 
tion, but received none, and he wrote to her no 
more. About three weeks ago she reeeived a 
eable dispatch from her mother, informing her 
that Major Nickerson had obtained a divoree from 
her and matried again. Se was horrified, she 
says, and determined to return home at once and 
defend her honor. She arrived in Philadelphia en 
Friday last. The next day she consulted a lawyer, 
She learned that the allegation against her in her 
husband’s libel was desertion. She bad abandoned 
ber busband, it was averred, and preferred to re- 
side in Europe to living with him. No personal 
service, as a matter of course, had been made upon 
her, and the advertisements which, as required by 
law, bad appeared in the newspapers, had not 
come to her notiee. The proceedings, according to 
an outrageous custom whieh prevails in the Com- 
mon Pieas Courts, were conducted with the greatest 
secrecy so far as those who had not reeeived 
an intimation from the inside were concerned. The 
testimony was taken before Henry Phillips Cole- 
man, an attorney at law. as Examiner. Major 
Nickerson did not personally appear. His affidavit 
was submitted tothe Examiner. The depositions 
of several of his fricnds were taken, and set out 
the fact that Mrs. Nickerson was no longer with 
the Major. When what was regarded as sufficient 
testimony had been taken, the matter was sub- 
mitted to Judge Arnold for approval and a decree 
drawn up. The Judge, however, wisely sent it 
back. Further testimony was then takenand a 
decree made. A few days after that Major 
Nickerson was married again. The allegations 
me in the libel, the divorced wife declares, were 

alse. 

Mr. Coleman, the Examiner, speaking about the 
matter to-day, said: ‘I was extremely careful to 
see that the requirements of the law were followed. 
A clear and strong case seemed to have been made 
out. and this new and serious turn surprises me. 
T cannot see what the upshot will be.” Silas W.

‘Majer Nickerson had astrong case. His own 
testimony was corroborated by that of several 
other people of excellent standing.”

VIGNAUX MEETS DEFEAT 


BEATEN BY WALLACE, BUT BY 
ONLY THREE POINTS. 

THE CLOSEST GAME OF THE TOURNAMENT, 

WITH THE CONTESTANTS ALTERNATELY 
AHEAD—DALY ALSO A WINNER. 

The climax of the billiard tournament was 
reached last evening when Wallace, the young 
Baltimore boy, the “ Kid” of the tournament, and 
the youngest professional billlard player in Amer- 
lea, defeated Vignaux, the great French lion, in 
pne of the closest games on record. Everybody, 
of course, was astonished; hut thistournament has 
been prolofic in astonishments. There were very 
few spectators, for everybody expected 
Vignaux to make short and easy work 
of “the boy.” and peopie who have at- 
tended, night after night, staid away last 
evening, not caring to invest 50 cents or a 
dollar for the sake of seeing a skilled mechanic 
use up a young apprentice. But they made a mis- 
take, for last night’s came was the closest of the 
tournament, and one of the most interesting. 
Wallace started off with a lead, and held it for 
Bome time, but the spectators said, ‘‘ That's 


nothing; wait till the Frenchman makes 
a start.” Presentiy Vienaux went ahead. 
Then Wallace passed bim again. France 
waved her tri-color, and then the eagle 
flapped her wings. First it was one in advance, 
then the other. Neither-man was in downright 
bad luck, and neither did anything remarkably 
brilliant, with one or two exceptions. The best 
pls ing of the evening undoubtedly was done by 

iene. Vignaux was apparentiy confident of 
success unti] the very end of the iast string was 
reached. When Wallace made his last point, win- 
ning the game and leaving Vignaux three points 
behind, there was as much noise in \Tammany Hall 
as the few spectators present could make. Light- 
ning was flashing through the windows of the ball 
and thunder was making the walis shake. 

“The game was to begin at 7 o’clock, but at 
that hour there was nobody about Tammany Hall 
but a few in front of the stone steps who 
wanted to rope flats into betting on the game, the 
man in the ticket office, the leviathan who ex- 
Bmines tickets at the head of the first stairway, the 
two ticket-takers at the head of the seeond stair- 
way,and a few stray reporters.

CHICAGO MARKE18 DULL. 


STORMY WEATHER CAUSES A LACK OF CONFI- 
DENCE AND HIGHER PRICES, 

Carcaco, May 21.—The leading produce 
markets were less active to-day than the average, 
and were generally stronger. They opened higher, 
declined on a lack df demand, and turned firm 
about noon, with news of a snow-storm on the Up- 
per Mississippi, which raised some fears that the 
little sprinkle of snow witnessed here early in the 
day was but the foreboding of another tonch of 
Winter in the West. 

Provisions were rather guiet, but stronger. The 
market opened with a decided jump in prices, 
partly in sympathy with grain, but ehiefly on 


the facet of higher prices for hogs here, which were 
only in moderate supply, and expevted to show up 
not more than about 75,000 head for the current 
week. But the demand at the higher prices for 
roduce was only local. and not brisk, outside buy- 
ng being diseouraged by the report of the third de- 
ciine on lard in Liverpool. The market fell back 
about half way toward Saturday’s latest prices 
and then reacted. There was very little shipping 
inguiry, and meats were relatively tame. Pork aa- 
vanced 20 to 224g cents per barrel, and elosed or 
*Change at an improvement of 1734 cents, at $19 25 
for June and $19 45for July. Lard advanced 10 to 
12% cents.and closed at an improvement of 714 
cents, at $11 774% for June:and $11 90 for July. 
Short ribs olosee 10 cents higher, at $10 27% for 
June and $10 40 for Juiy. Year lard sold up 5 
cents, but lost the improvement, while year pork 
closed 12% cents higher. On the afternoon call, 
pork sold up 5 cents per barrel, while lard and 
meats were only a shade firmer. 

Flour was very quict, the trading being mestly 
local, anti light at that. Exporters had no orders 
which tney could fill atthe prices asked. Wheat 
was moderately aetive and stronger. It opened 
about 1 cent higher, fell back 3% to 1 eent, and 
reacted, closing on ’Change % to 1 cent over the 
latest prices of Saturday, at $1 0934 for June and 
$i 124 for July, with August at $1 13%. The Brit- 
ish markets were called dull, except a good de- 
mand for cargoes off coast, while our receipts were 
small, and the miserably stormy weather was 
regarded as a reason for grave fears in re- 
gard to the next crop in the North-west. 
The result was a littl boom at the 
outset, but there were more sellers than buyers at 
the advance, the seliing being mostiy done by per- 
sons who had;ioaded up on Saturday. The market 
fell back with little support from the outsiders, 
but reacted when it was reported to be snowing 
allthe way from St. Paul to Omaha, the eutlook 
being widely regarded as shaky. There was a 
moderate demand for car-ivuts to apply on futures, 
but no shipping activity was quoted. September 
commanded a premium of 4 to 44 cent over Au- 
gust, and October was a shade above September, 
with the year practically the same as May. On the 
afternoon call the market was about 1 cent higher, 
and was quoted the same on the open board. 
There was, however, a rather brisk inguiry for 
wheat among the offices, and as high as $1 1244 was 
bid for July. 

Corn was generally tame, though stronger. It 
advanced 1 cent., fell back & to 5¢ cent, and closed 
on 'Obange 5¢ to 44 cent above the latest prices of 
Saturday, at 5634 cents for June and 5814 cents for 
July. The British markets were quiet and steady. 
Our receipts were light for Monday. and thestormy 
weather affected corn as well as wheat, especially 
as reports from the West indjeated the very poor 
stand of corn over wide areas and the necessity 
for much replanting. But the strength was with 
holders rather than buyers, and afew selling orders 
from the sea-board were filled with difficulty in 
email lots. After 120’elock there was some improve- 
ment in the speculative demand, but the shipping 
department was tame throughout, car lots being 
unusually dull. The lower grades were not wanted 
except when in favorite houses at 49 eents to 51 
cents for rejected, and 5454 cents to 55 cents tor 
new mixed, the latter being at a discount of only 1 
cent from the price of No. 2. High mixed was 
strong, however, at a premium of 384 cents to 4 
cents above the standard grade. On the afternoon 
call the market was 14 cent lower, and it declined 
another % cent in the alley afterward, being quoted 
at 58 cents for July.

LEXINGTON, Ky., May 21.—The Presbyte- 
rian General Assembly, South, met this morning at 
9o’celock.

George W. Brownell, of Western Pennsylvania, the 
subject of the day being ‘‘ Home and Foreign Mis- 
sions,’’ The committees appointed to examine the 
records of the different Presbyteries presented fa- 
vorable reports. The report of the Eastern Pres- 
bytery stated that the Rey. Alexander Roulston 
had been received from the Western Presby- 
tery. “The Ambherst and River Harbor con- 
gregations,” said the report, “aro about in 
the same condition as when we last re- 
ported, with this exeeption. that a stronger 
pressure is brought to bear uponthem and carry 
them over into another chureh. We regret to have 
to report to this court that a dispute has risen as 
to the Presbyterian status of the Joliewm and Sack- 
ville congregations, and we would ask the Synod 
to take into consideration and enable as to settle 
it amieably to the glory of God and the good of His 
people.”

ASKING FOR LAND ORIGINALLY 
GRANTED ANOTHER ROAD. 

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC’S APPLICATION FOR 
THE GOVERNMENT AID WHICH WAS TO 
HAVE BELONGED TO THE TEXAS PACIFIC. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—'Ihe Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company has recently made applica- 
tion to the Secretary of the Interior for the lands 
originally granted to the Texas Paeific Railroad 

Company for the construction of its road. These 

Jands are claimed by virtue of an assignment 

from the Texas Pacifico Company, which has 

failed to construct the road for which the 
grant was made, and the basis of the 
clain is in this respect similar to that 
on which the New-Orleans and Pacific Railroad 

Company was recently awarded a portion of the 

lands granted originally to the Baton Rouge and 

Vicksburg Company. Thé facts in that case were 

that the last named company constructed a part 

of its road, and then assigned its grant to 
the New-Orleans and Pacific Company, which 
completed the line. The Attorney-General, 
in an opinion rendered last July, decided 
that the New-Orleans and Pacific Company was 
entitled to the lands lying along the portion of the 
road it had constructed. The principal difference 
between the case decided by the Attorney-General 
and the case of the Southern Pacific Company is 
that the road for the construction of which the 
grant is claimed by the Southern Pacific was 
built prior to the date of the assignment 
of the grant. The Southern Pacifie Com- 
pany Was organized as a rival of the Texas 
Pacifico Company, and undertoek to build a 
competing line, and it objected to the granting of 
the lands to the latter company and to the indorse- 
ment of its bonds by the Government. Since the 
failure, however, of the Texas Pacific Company to 
build its road, it has assigned its grant to the 
Southern Pacific Company. A decision wiil not be 
reached in the case for several days. but there is 
reason to believe that when it is rendered it will 
be adverse to the elaim of the company iast 
named, The grant of land in dispute aggregates 
between 17,000,000 and 18,000,000 of acres.

THE JERSEY CENTRAL LEASE. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—An important con- 
ferenee took place to-day between President Gow- 
en, of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad, and 

President Harris and other officers of the Lehigh 

Coal and Navigation Company, respecting the 

Reading’s proposed lease of the Jersey Central, 

which will take with itthe Lehigh and Susque- 

hanna Road, owned by the Navigation Company. 


It was rumored recently that the Navigation 
Company would enjoin the Reading, but 
the conference to-day resulted in an am- 
ieable arrangement. Under the Lehigh and 
Susquehanna lease to Jersey Central the 
latter guarantees the Navigation Company 38 per 
cent. of the gross receipts. Fearing that the Read- 
ing might divert busines frem its road and tnua 
lessen the income, the Navigation Company threat- 
ened to oppose the lease unless Mr. Gowen fixed a 
minimum beiow which he should guarantee the re- 
ceipts.from the Lehigh and Susquehanna Road 
would not fall. Mr. Gowen in return asked that a 
maximum be fixed beyond which they would not 
desire to exceed their 33 per cent. The conference 
finally agreed to-day, and counsel for the respec- 
tive companies will draw up the agreement.

HEAVY WHATHER AT SEA.

NO LONGER A DEPUTY SHERIFF.

THE DIAMOND THIEF ON TRIAL, 

James H. Marriott. who was indicted for 
the larceny of diamonds, valued at $75,000, from 
Franz Kramer, im Paris, on March 7, was arraigned 
for trial before Judge Gildersleeve, in the Court of 
General Sessions, yesterday. The prisoner's wife 
occupied a seat by the side of ber husband. Rudolph 
perked, of counsel for the owner of the diamonds: 
Sergeant Westervelt, of the Twenty-ninth Pre. 
cinct, and United States Deputy Marshal Bernhard 
testified to the arrest of the prisoner and his state- 
ments concerning the manner in which he ob- 
tained possession of the diamonds. e@ proseeau- 
tion then rested its case. Counsel fer the prisones 
moved for the aequittal of his client on the ground 
that mo larceny had been established. He 
claimed that Marriott was intrusted with 
the diamonds to sell, and admitted that 
the prisoner came to this country without the con: 
sent of the owner of the jewelry. Ho argued that 
there was nothing in evidence to show that the 
owner of the diamonds claimed that the diamonds 
were stolen from him. Assistant District Attorney 
Reqnier claimed to have established a case of em: 
bezzlement, and he asserted that em 
was equivalent to lareeny in this State. Judgt 
Gildersieeve will give a decision this- morning. 


DR. BLMER AS AN EXECUTOR. 

In opposition to the motion to confirm the 
report of the Referee in the Samuel Wood case, to 
the effect that Dr. Elmer is unfit to be an Execu: 
tor, Pierrepont Edwards read afidavits'of Trustees 
of the Wood College of Music yesterday, before 
Surrogate Rollins, opposing the removal of Dr. 
Elmer. An affidavit of Dr. Elmer was also submit: 
ted. in which he says that he spent honestly every 
cent, he ever received from Mr. Wood and for thé 

urpose for which it was given to him, and that h¢ 
nourred the hostility of his co-Executors, by who! 
he believes this prec is instigated, althoug 
ostensibly brought by the legatees. Counsel asked 
that the ease be reopened, and declared that thr 
Surrogate would not permit a man of such higi 
reputation as Dr. Elmerto be dis by a re 
moval without a hearing. Counsel for the peti 
tioners said that as to Dr. Elmer’s statement thal 
he signed a receipt without knowing its contents 
the question was whether he pocketed $860 of the 
$1,160 paid for legislative expenses. “* The Collegé 
of Music,” counsel continued, “is a myth and the 
act establishing it unconstiturional.””

Thomas McDermott, of No. 664 Ninth-ave- 
nue, who was beaten by “Jimmy” Irving in the 
Empire Garden in Sixth-avenue, near Thirtieth 
street, on Sunday morning. applied to Justice Pat 
tersen, at the Jefferson Market Police Court, yes- 
terday, for a warrant for the arrest of Irving. 


McDermott, who is a tall, muscular man, told the 
magistrate that he was formerly employed as spe 
cial officer in the Empire to “ bounce disorders 
persons, but was discharged by Irving. At 2o’clock 
on Sunday morning he entered the saloon an 
Irving ordered him out. He refused to go, an 
Irving then attacked him with a club. He was 
knocked senseless, and while on the floor, he saya, 
one Miehae!

VARIED MAGAZINE TOPICS 


JINELY AND SUGGRSTIVE PAPERS 
IN THE CURRENT NUMBERS. 
FEATURES OF THE ATLANTIC. 

There have been brighter issues of the 
Atlantic than the issue for June. It is 
readable enoug, perhaps, and varied in its 
sontents, but there is little of special impor- 
jance. “ Montserrat,”’ by Charles Dudley War- 
per, and “ Lifein Old Siena,” bv E. D. R. Bian- 
tiardi, are good contributions to the literature 


of travel, while a paper on “ Emerson in the 
Lecture-room” is inviting, though 1t does bare- 


ly more than repay one for the reading. Em- 


wrson is here reported in letters that were 
written to an absent friend at the time he lec- 
bared before the Post Graduate Class of Har- 
vard in 1870, One of the best things taken 
from his Mps is this: ~- 

“Tbe persons generally most praised and es- 
teemed are not those we most value. We praise 
talent and cheaper things: we can make an inven- 
tory of affairs of the world, but we cannot do that 
with the hero. We ean have only one hero, 
here and there, to preserve the line In the world; 
quiet and obsours they are, often, but keen and 
sure almost as when the time comes for 
them to observe. These are not men who are 
spoken of; they are left alone, for the most part, as 
pode are; they are elementa!, and not made for 

reoms—not heroes of communities; nothing 
could be more private, but always able to come in 
exigency and ready for one sorriest plight.” 
Some good words for the American publisher 
are said by an anonymous writer in an article 
on ‘‘Autborship in America.” He inclines to 
think that “the most thoroughly equipped 
blishing houses are to be great centres of in- 

Hectual force,” and that, in ‘‘ collecting the 
scattered forces of literature and redistribnt- 
ing them” more is to be hoped from the pub- 
ishing houses than frem the universities. 
Authorship and university life, in fact, “are 
not nearly so closely connected as authorship 
and publishing,” and the writer even in- 
siines to think the effect of university life 
upon authorship is ‘‘on the whole a repres- 
sive one.” It was, perhaps, well for this writer 
that he remained anonymous. But why should 
be, whether anonymous or not, credit Cariyle 
with having written himself down; in his cele- 
brated petition, as ‘‘a maker of books.” Car- 
tyle, of all men, was no book-maker, and he 
never used the expression in question. What 
be did say was “Thomas Carlyle, a writer of 
books, humbly showeth.”” Among the book 
reviews this monthisa notice of Mrs. Carlyle’s 
etters. The author of it is just and discrim- 
nating, and as the Atlantic is read in Eng- 
‘and, where scarcely anybody has seemed able 
jo judge this book temperately, the fact is to 
be rejoiced in. Here is the point of this re- 
view : 

“We think that, in spite of appearances, the 
married life bere laid bare was not an exception- 
ally unhappy one; nor does it seem to us that Car- 

le’s neglect of his wife sprang from any moral 
‘ault, but merely from his native insensibility, his 
absorption in his work, and that unconscious 
selfishness which is ordinarily induced in even the 
best men by persistent silent sacrifice on their be- 
aalf. He simply did not see, did not know, did not 
onderstand his wife’s trials and nature; but that 
he had deep tenderness in his heart is piain, both 
from his works, where it is shown imaginatively 
and from many things recorded of his own acts in 
these volumes and elsewhere. That his love was 
single and his loyalty entire these pitiful notes am- 
ply and painfully prove. But independently of him 
altogether, Mrs. Carlyle deserves remembrance for 
her own Bt merely for the work done by her 
as a true wife, nor forthe heroic spirit shown in 
the doing it, but tor an intrinsically refined and 
gentle nature, the history of which leaves the im- 
pression that, although it always remained noble 
and attractive, it was injured by the circumstances 
amid which she was placed. total effect of 
her letters, so far as they relate to herself, goes to 
ponfirm Miss Jewsbury’s summary, that ‘ the lines 
in which her character was laid down were very 
grand, but the result was blurred and distorted 


end confused.’ ”’

BUILDINGS AND COLLEGE FACULTIES. 

There are signs in many quarters that two 
college questions are coming fast to the front 
that will for a considerable period overshadow 
others. One of these is excessive Trustee 
authority in Faculty matters, and the other 
the low salaries paid to Professors, though the 
two are perhaps really one. We have had for 
some 10 years now an active and ambitious 


building period. Stately halls have risen in 
the East, the West, the North, and the South. 
No college has been so poor that it could not 
in some way get ee wherewith to build 
showy edifices that would impress the country- 
man or the stranger. Millions of dollars have 
gone into brick and mortar, until the 
public has become, in truth, a little weary 
of these architectural reports from great 
colleges and small. Seeing that third-rate 
colleges, as well as first rate, were able to got 
imposing structures, there seemed little mean- 
ing of consequence in, the achievements. A re- 
action was inevitable, and the only wonder is it 
has beenso longin coming. That buildings do 
not make ea college is beginning to be in earnest 
believed by the Alumni of colleges, if not yet 
by the Trustees, and by educated and thinking 
people generally. Last month a paper in the 
North American on college endowments, by 
Rossiter Johnson, presented some rather 
startling statements ot the salaries paid to 
full Professors in many American institutions, 
[t appeared that at Ambherst the average sal- 
ary is $2,500; at Brown, $2,750; at Rutgers, 
62,400 ; at Union, $2,000; at Cornell, $2,750, 
Against these figures it was shown that at 
Columbia $7,500 is paid, and at Johns Hop- 
kins two-thirds as much. The salary at Yale, 
it may be added, is 23,500. At Harvard it is 
64,000. Mr. Johnson says an average of 
salaries for all the colleges in the country 
would show a considerably smaller figure 
than the showing for 24 colleges which 
be names, their average being $1.775. 
His article is followed up this month by an ar- 
ticle from President Gilman, of Johns Hop- 
kins, which every college ‘Trustee ought to 
read and put under his pillow. He says truly 
that with all that has been showered upon 
the colleges in gifts, *‘ comparatively small ad- 
jitions have been made to the funds devoted 
jo the maintenance of the academic staff,” so 
that, owing to the increase in the cost of liv- 
jng, many Professors *‘ have been forced to rely 
for their support on preaching, lecturing, 
magazine-writing, the preparation of school- 
books, or on other extraneous resources.” He 
asks if it is not time for those who are inter- | 
ested in college foundations to call for large 
donations for the increase of “the wages 
fund,” and if the eollege authorities ought 
not ‘to keep in the background their 
desire for better buildings.” e pleads for 
liberal salaries—for ‘‘augmenting’’ salaries 
in fact. lt has been weil maintained that a 
college which is doing its full duty will neces- 
sarily be poor, whatever its income. In other 
words, it wiil spend all its income to maintain 
Iteelf and still have uses for more, instead 
pf putting any of it into buildings. ‘If the 
very best men are not secured for the 
work of instruction,” continues Presi- 
fient Gilman, ‘‘and if they are not made so 
pasy in their pecuniary circumstances as 
to be free from care on that account, 
farewell to intellectuai advancement, fare- 
well to literary prozress, farewell to scientific 
discovery, farewell to sound statesmanship, 
farewell to enlightened Christianity: the reign 
of bigotry and dullness is at hand.” Some- 
times, of course, a college pays all that its in- 
me justifies its paying, now and then per- 
it pays more, but when it pays a small 
y and yet has money enough to pay a re- 
Bpectable one there is little to be said in its de- 
fense. A case in point is Cornell, which is 
declared by its authorities to be one of the three 
best-endowed institutions in the country. Its 
assets are valued at $7,000,000, and yet its sala- 
ries for full Professors are not higher than 
2,750, The President says these salaries have 
nm four times raised, and twice raised within 
bwo years. What must they not have been 
four years ago if $2,750 is the limit now? The 
bime was when Cornell pleaded, as her good 
pxcuse for paying only $2,200, that she was 
poor. She isnot poor now. What is more, 
the can neither afford to put up with second- 
rate Professors nor to lose the first-rate ones she 
still has. Sometimes it is urged that when 
money is given to a college for building purposes 
it must be used for buil! lding x purposes; that no 
one has a right to blame the Trustees for not 
giving it to the Faculty. But it has happened 
sagen that these gifts came from the 
stees themselves, who, if they had a right 
pense of the Faculty needs, sonia make the 
fts for Faculty purposes instead of for 
ilding purposes. Nearly all the building 
gifts to Cornell, according to the President's 
statement, printed two weeks ago, have come 
from Trustees or their children.

LEADING CENTURY PAPERS. 

It is not every month that the Century is 
so strong as it is this month. Were it easy to 
determine what its own idea of perfection is— 
and there have been so many changes in the 
Century that this would be difficult—we should 
perhaps be able to say the present number is 
the nearest approach to an ideal one that has 
thus far been produced this year. It is a really 


triumphant issue. Opening with Mr. Gosse’s 
splendidly illustrated, and, as a matter of 
course, ably written, paper on “ Living Eng- 
lish Sculptors, ” it carries the reader forw ard 
through extremely varied and entertaining 
contributions. The second part of the Father 
Junipero series is soon encountered, and most 
curious is the light which it sheds on ways of 
life that once prevailed on the Pacific, and which 
seem so exclusively to be the property of the Old 
World instead of the New. Says the author: 


“There was a strange difference 50 years ago 
between the atmosphere of life on the east and 
west sides of the American continent. On the At- 
lantic shore the descendants of the Puritans, 
weighed dewn by serious purpose, half grudging 
the time for their own staid yearly Thanksgiving, 
and driving the Indians further and further into 
the wildernesss every year, fighting and killing 
them; on the sunny Pagific shore, the merry peo- 
ple of Mexican and Spanish biood, troubling them- 
selves about nothing, dancing away whole days 
and nighte like children, while their priests were 
gathering the Indians by thousands into communi- 
ties and feeding and teaching them.” 


Of matter on questions of graver conse- 
quence the Century has also an ample store, 
Mr. James H. Morss contributes the first of his 
historical and critical papers on “‘The Native 
Element in American Fiction.” Mr. James 
Bryce has a paper on “The Irish Question,” 
and Mr. Henry James writes an extended re- 
view of the Emerson-Carlyle correspondence. 
Mr. James is entertaining and has insight. 
A part of his concluding paragraph shall be 
quoted: 


“We mayadd that no aceount of him [Carlyle] 
would have even a slight completeness which 
should fail to cite him as a signal instanee of the 
force of loeal influence, of the qualities of race and 
soil. Carlyle was intensely of the stock of which 
he sprang, and he remained so to the end. No 
man of equal gerius was probably ever‘less ofa 
man of the world at large—more exclusively a prod- 
uct of his locality, his class, his family. Readers 
of his ‘ Reminiscences’ and of Mr. Froude’s ‘Mem- 
oir’ will remember hew the pleasant group in which 
he was bern—his parents, his brother, and sisters— 
ge to constitute one ot the great facts 

the universe for him, and we mean not 
as a son and a 0~brother simply, but. as 
a student of human affairs. @ was im- 
pressed, as it were, with | the historical impor- 
tance of his kinsfoik. And as one finds a little of 
everything in a man of genius, we find a great, deal 
of tenderness even in the grimness of Carlyle, so 
that we maysay.as the last word of all, (for it 
qualifies our implication that he was narrow.) that 
his tenderness was never greater than when, in 
spite of the local limitation, he stretched across 
the ocean,in gratitude for early sympathy. for 
early services, and held fast to the friendship of 
Emerson. His family was predominant for him, as 
we say, and he cleaved to his relations, to his 
brother. But it was as a brother that he addressed 


Emerson.”

MR. HUTCHINSON’S EXPULSION. 


THE STOCK EXCHANGE CONSIDERING ITS 
PROPER COURSE. 

More than 500 members of the Stock Ex- 
change attended a meeting yesterday noon, at 
which the case of William J, Hutchinson, the ex- 
pelled member, was discussed. Since the issuing 
of Judge Donohnue’s order temporarily restraining 
the Exchange from interfering with Mr. Hutchin- 
son in the full exereise of his privileges asa mem- 
ber, a strong feeling of excitement and antago- 
nism to the latter has grown up among the brok- 


ers who do business on the Exchange. Leading 
members say that attempts have been made to 
create public sentiment in favor of the expelled 
breker by means of techniealities. To let 
the public know the reasons which led tie 
Governing Committee to expel Mr. Hutehinson, 
the report of the Special Committee of Investiga- 
tion has been printed in pamphlet form, and will 
be given to those who may care te readit. This 
report was made to the Governing Committee 
May 5, 1882, but efforts have been made to with- 
hold “it from the publie untilnow. Mr. Brayton 
Ives, Chairman of the Law Committee, addressed 
the Exchange at some length yesterday, and 
said that the issue between the Stock Exchange 
and Mr. Hutchinson was now fairly joineé. The 
procuring of the injunction order from Judge 
Donohue was an indication of the policy that Mr. 
Hutchinson proposed to foliow. Efforts would be 
made by counsel for the Exchange to have the in- 
anes set aside, but while the order was in force 
t would, of course, be obeyed. Mr. Ives said that 
it would occur to many of the members as some- 
what strange that Mr. Hutchinson should have at- 
tempted to take advantage of petty technicalities 
instead of trying to refute the serious charges 
upon which his expulsion was ordered by 
the Governing Committee. The order of 
expuision was made more than a ear 
ago, and yet Mr. Hutchinson had one 
nothing but try to get himself reinstated on purely 
technical grounds. President Hatch assured the 
members that every proper and lawful effort 
would be made to relieve the Exehange from the 
effect of the injunction. In the meantime, no 
member o—_. allow the Exehange to be put in 
the false position of appearing to resist an order 
ef the court. It was not known whether Mr. 
Hutchinson would attempt to transact business on 
the floor of the Exchange. If he did appear and 
claim the privilege which the order of the court 
gave him, the members would be informed from the 
rostrum just what their duties and rights would be 
under the circumstances. The addresses of Messrs. 
Ives and Hatch were received with enthusiastic 
manifestations of approval.

WORKING MEN’S GRIEVANCES. 
Delegates from various labor unions and 
from the Central Labor Union met in conference 
last evening at No. 263 Bowery. Their object is 
to shorten the hours of labor either by working 9 
hours a dayor by getting a half-holiday on Sat- 


urday. Mr. MeCabe, from the Typographical 
Union, said in England workmen worked 
only 51 bours in the week, while in this 
country they worked from 59 to 980 hours, 
and in proportion were paid less. He made a mo- 
tion, whieh was aceepted, that a half-holiday on 
Saturday was essential to the health and intel- 
lectual welfare of the working man. Several other 
speakers addressed the meeting, and it was de- 
clared that a man could produce a certain amount 
of manufactured articles in a week and no more, 
whether he worked nine or twelve bours a day. 
In the Massachusetts factories the o sagen who 
operatives who worked 10 hoursa roduced 
ad as mueh cloth as the operatives in “ot er New- 

ngland States who worked 11 and 1144 hours a day. 
The delegates from the Taiiors’ Union complained 
that they were kept at work until 11 o’elock on 
Saturday nights. when they were paid off, and the 
result was that their wives were unable to buy the 
necessary provisions for Sunday. If the pious men 
who were 60 particular about having all the stores 
closed on Sundays were to Sring about the system 
of Saturday half-holidays, and thus enable work- 
ing men’s wives to buy their necessaries on that 
day, shopkeepers would have no inducements to 
violate the Sunday law.

A LECTURE ON TELESCOPES. 

An illustrated lecture on “ The Great Tele- 
scopes of the World” was given by Prof, John K. 
Rees, of Columbia College Observatory, in the hall 
of the New-York Academy of Medicine last night. 
The Lick Observatory in California, he said, will 


soon have the largest refracting telescope in the 
world. The object-glass of this rospective tele- 
scope, which is nearly completed, is 86 inches in 
diameter, which is larger by 6 inches than the 
lense of the great telescope possessed by the Rus- 
rian Government. Both of these instruments are 
of American manufacture. Prof. Rees gaveja con- 
cise history of the invention and development of 
the telescope which Galileo, although not the 
original inventor, was the first to turn heaven- 
ward. The delicate and tedious process of pre- 
paring and polis: 1ing the object glasses was de- 
scribed, and the lecturer said that to a firm in this 
country belons ged the oredit of making the best 
telescope lenses known. Interesting stereoscopic 
views of optical instruments were shown, among 
them befng pietures of the large telescopes in the 
Washington and Princeton Observatories. The 
lecturer said that New-York was doing nothing 
bow to advance the cause of astronomical science. 
The world-wide celebrity of Prof. Lewis M. Ruther 
furd's astronomical photograph sand the weil-ce 
served fame of the late Prof. Draper were spoken 
of in eulogistic terms. regret Was expressed 
the former and the death 
ef the latter should have put a stop to their scien- 
tific labors.

The Signal.Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, colder, partly cloudy 
weather, local rains, northerly winds, higher 
pressure. 


It is several days since the Governor gave 
a hearing on what is called the General 
Street Railway bill, but as yet we have noindi- 
cation of the effect produced upon his mind. 
Meanwhile speculative owners of property 
on the line of the Boulevard are making 
efforts to secure an approval of the bill. 
They are tired of waiting for a ‘‘boom” in 
real estate on the west side of the Park, but 
it is better for that section to wait a little 
Jonger for such development as might be 
produced bythe multiplication of street cars 
than to have jobbery prevail in legislation 
‘of this kind. 


To-day has been set by Gov. CLEVELAND 
for a hearing on the bill providing for a 
bridge over the Hudson at Storm King. In 
order to enlighten the Governor’s mind and 
to put a pressure upon him of what appears 
to be publicopinion, the persons interested 
in the project.have procured the insertion in 
some newspapers of those artless imitations 
of disinterested discussion which the expe- 
rienced recognize from afar as puffs. It is 
one of ‘their surprising propositions that this 

‘City bas long felt a want for “‘ direct com- 
munication with the Pennsylvania coal- 
fields’ “by way of the Upper Hudson, in- 
stead of being forced to transport their coal 
by canal-boats from Jersey City and Hobo- 
Ken to the wharves of New-York. It would 
no doubt be worth while to save handling 
coal for Western Massachusetts if it could 
jbe done without the risk of doing any mis- 
chief, although few New-Yorkers will be 
thrilled with the ‘‘pride’’ that one of the 
enthusiastic and anonymous promoters of 
the new project assures them they “ ought 
to feel’ in contributing to this consumma- 
tion by authorizing a bridge across the Hud- 
son. The span of ‘*700 feet’? which the 
‘promoters now promise is nearly 200 feet 
wider than that bridged by the steel arches 
‘of the St. Louis bridge and nearly 300 feet 
wider than the longest girder. In fact, there 
are not more than three or four clear spans 
of 700 feet in existence known, and every 
one of these is in asuspension bridge, which 
is not proposed here. No bridge that is in 
the least likely to bé built can be built with- 
out seriously obstructing the navigation of 
the river. The Governor will no doubt con- 
sider it entirely safe to disapprove the bill. 


It is quite probable that the Ashburton 
treaty, as the convention agreed upon be- 
tween the ‘United ‘States and Great Britain 
in 1842 is called, will soon be revised with 
‘a view to the enlargement of its provisions 
relating to extradition. The fact is now re- 
called that this treaty has often been criti- 
cised for its limited application to.cffenses 
which should be extraditable. Treaties now 
in force between the United States and 
Spain and Belgium Include in the cata- 
logue of crimes many for the com- 
mission of which extradition may be 
flemanded by the ‘contracting parties, but 
which do not appear in the Ashburton 
treaty. Should a revision of this treaty be 
‘agreed upon, however, it is certain that the 
Government of the United States will not be 
beguiled into making enlargements to meet 
Fpecial exigencies that have arisen since the 
recent complications in Ireland created what 
gnay be termed a new class of offenses. The 
mew treaty, if one shall be negotiated, 
hould be drawn to harmonize with broad 
jzeneral principles, rather than to suit a novel 


and temporary condition of affairs in either 
country. 


If Mr. BoTtuer, the Treasury appointment 
clerk, and Mr. Richarp CROWLEY are op- 
posed to the removal of Collector Wicker, 
of Key West, it would, of course, be im- 
proper and impolitic to remove him, and the 
Republican voters of Florida ought not to 


ask such a thing.

The destruction of a large part of the city 
of Deadwood is a costly lesson to those who 
fixed the site of that thriving town at the in- 
tersection of two narrow gulches, thus plac- 
ing the settlement at the mercy of the resist- 
less Spring floods that pour down almost 
without warning from the hills. Houses 
might be placed with as little promise of 
safety under the dam of some huge reservoir 
known to be insecure. But miners seeking 
for gold and silver have no time to waste in 
choosing safe places for their dwellings. 
Musbroom settlements spring up around the 
mines, and the disadvantages of the location 
are not thought of until the floods come and 
wash away in an hour the accumulations of 


many years.

Our readers will not be slow to recognize 
the special value of the very full reports on 
crop prospects presented in Tne Tres 
yesterday. They were collected simul- 
taneously from 129 points in 30 different 
States and Territories by careful correspond- 
ents and transmitted by telegraph. Time, 
distance, and expense were not allowed to 
stand in the way of their fullness and prompt- 


_ness. They presented the actual condition of 


things over the whole wide area of the coun- 
try on the same day as viewed by compe- 
tent local observers, the entire nineteen col- 
umns of dispatches coming over the wires 
im the course of a few hours. No such feat 
in journalism, we believe, was ever before 
attempted. 


A NEW COMMISSIONER. 


Mr. Watrer Evans, of Louisville, Ky., 
is to be congratulated, perhaps more than 
Mr. Anraour, on the President’s choice of a 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. The 
former, after many vain attempts at some- 
thing less, has gained an important office. 
The latter, after a ‘heroic effort to se- 
cure a much better man, has _ taken 
an obscure and not very promising 
one. To the general pablic the choice will 


afford a mild and trangitory surprise, which 


will lapse into an amused curiosity as to the 
outcome of the President’s latest demonstra- 
tion of originality. To the politicians the 
appointment opens up a field of conjecture 
more extensive than inviting as to the mo- 
tives of the President and the proba- 
ble effect of his selection upon the 
interesting conundrums of the approach- 
ing canvass for the Presidential nomi- 
nation. It is always difficult to assign 
even an approximate value to an unknown 
quantity in the calculations of politics when 
every conceivable equation is exceedingly 
mixed and the immediate problem is framed 
by so ingenious a mind as that of our 
worthy President. In'the present case the 
most skillful figurer$ will be apt to be 
the most puzzled. (What can possibly 
be inferred of the future of a gentle- 
man who is known as Mr. Evans 
appears to be, so far as he is known at all, 
by the bewildering variety of failures with 
which he has been energetically connected ? 

A partner of the gallant Bristow, he failed 
to retain that gentleman’s friendship; a 
leader of the Kentucky contingent of Grant 
men in 1880, he failed to secure their sub- 
ordination to him at Chicago; a candidate 
for offices ranging from a seat in Congress 
down through the Governorship of his 
State to the United States Marshal, he 
failed to reach any one of them, and now, 
by a turn of the wheel, he finds himself in 
the most important Federal post outside the 


-Cabinet. We venture to think that no one 


in the United States, unless it be the Presi- 
dent, can be more at a loss than he how to 
explain the amazing fact. 7 
The public, as we have said, will be content 
to wait and see how he conducts himself in 
his new office, since there are no attainable 
data for judging beforehand. It would 
have been gratifying to see so im- 
portant an office filled by some one 
whose record and known character 
would have confirmed public confidence 
in the President’s sagacity and his 
fidelity to reform. But since this is denied, 
the task of solving the enigma of the ap- 
pointment will be cheerfully abandoned to 
the professional politicians, within whose 
province, and notin that of practical and 
rational administration, it clearly belongs. 


THE LOSSES IN THE CONTROLLER'S 
OFFICE. 


The Commissioners of Accounts made a 
report to the Mayor yesterday of the results 
of their investigation into the losses in the 
Controller’s office occasioned by the defalca- 
tion of the deceased coupon clerk, CARROLL. 
They make the aggregate amount $169,460, 
or $20,830 more than it appeared in the 
Controller’s own report. There is no cer- 
tainty that either statement represents the 
exact loss, for neither investigation can 
be regarded as absolutely thorough. The 
difference in the result arises from a differ- 
ent basis of comparison adopted in the two 
cases. The Controller appears to have as- 
certained the amount of interest falling due 
upon coupon bonds during the period of 
CARROLL’s8 operations—the amount which 
presumably ought to have been paid—and 
deducting this from the amount actually 
paid assumed the diffcrence to be the 
extent of the loss. The Commissioners, 
on the other hand, seem to have taken the 
aggregate of the coupons received during 
that period and preserved in the office as 
the amount which ought to have been paid, 
and deducting that from the amount actu- 
ally paid, arrived at their statement of the 
loss. The Deputy Controller suggests that 
some of the coupons may have been lost or 
destroyed, and the general evidence of laxity 
in the management of the office gives some 
ground for the suggestion. It iscertain that 
none of them ought to have been lost or 
destroyed, but they may have been. On 
the other hand, there may. be some which 
fell due during that period that have never 
been presented for payment. Some that 
were presented may have fallen due at an 
earlier period, and some which became due 
may not have been presented until later. It 
ought to be possible from the dates and 
numbers and from the records of the office 
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to account for every coupon that was pre- 


‘sented, every coupon that became due, 


whether presented or not, and every coupon 
upon which payment was made. Neither 
investigation thus far made has been com- 
plete enough to be conclusive or satisfactory. 
The force of the Commissioners’ report is 
lessened rather than increased by its irrele- 
vant criticisms, showing a desire to make 
the case as bad as possible for the Con- 
troller. The facts make it bad enough, 
and it was the province of the Com- 
missioners to ascertain and present these 
without any display of animus on 
their part. Insinuations that the Con- 
troller was unwilling to facilitate their 
_inquiries and statements that ‘‘ supervision 
of the clerical work of the department has 
been exceedingly lax, and that the depart- 
ment itself is bordering on a state of de- 
moralization,’’ were hardly called for. The 
public will make its own inferences fast 
enough if the facts are duly supplied. These 
criticisms come with an especially bad grace 
from officials a part of whose business it was 
to discover and check laxity while the mis- 
chief was going on. The loss was due in 
part to the negligence of these very Commis- 
sioners of Accounts, whose regular exami- 
nations, as well as the punching and record- 
ing of coupons, were a part of the system 
intended to prevent fraudulent payments. 
But it must be admitted that severe criti- 
cism upon the management of the Control- 
ler’s office from the proper source is quite in 
order. It is with extreme regret that we are 
forced to the conclusion that Mr. CAMPBELL 
has shown a lack of the kind of administra- 
tive capacity required in the finance depart- 
ment of a great city. Nobody doubts his 
personal honesty or the uprightness of his 
intentions, but that peculation on a large 
scale should go on for three years without 
discovery, involving a loss of nearly $75,000 
in less than a single year, is of itself con- 
clusive evidence that there was not that care- 
ful supervision and unremitting attention 


to the requirements of the office which were 


needed. Undoubtedly defects in the system, 
which is ‘‘an inheritance of the past,’’ have 
been revealed, but amore vigilant man should 
have discovered these, and if it was notin his 
power to remedy them he should have guard- 
ed with especial care against their possible 
consequences. 

The Commissioners of Accounts ‘‘ venture 
the opinion that CaRRoLL, the deceased 
coupon clerk, could not have acted alone in 
this matter.’’ Of this there can be little 
doubt. There must have been something 
more than ‘‘neglect of duty’’ on the part 
of others to enable him to carry on such a 
system of peculation, increasing in dimen- 
sions, for so long aperiod. The discharge of 
the disbursing clerk and his assistant would 
have been amply justified if there had been 
no losses to which their negligence had con- 
tributed. Their demand for a judicial 
hearing would have been preposterous if 
they were simply dismissed for a palpable 
neglect of duty in failing to cancel coupons, 
but, under the circumstances, their dis- 
missal is an insufficient proceeding. It 
leaves them under the suspicion of com- 
plicity with a crime without fixing the 
offense upon them. Considering the gravity 
of the situation, an entirely different method 
of proceeding should have been adopted. 
By no means the least of the Controller’s 
shortcomings appears in the method by 
which he has dealt with the defalcation since 
its existence was first discovered. 


THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


There is a tendency among the newspa- 
pers of the Eastern States to take a dis- 
couraged view of the immediate future of 
business. It does not seem to be justified 
by the facts. There is no doubt that in the 
the large cities of the sea-board what is 
known as Spring trade has been dull; that 
the exchanges at the principal clearing- 
houses have fallen; that the demand in the 
iron and steel trade and in the trades de- 
pending on these is not equal to the pos- 
sible supply; that some others of the 
chief lines of manufactures, particularly, in 
the East, are suffering from depression. 
But these indications, while they show that 
the prospect for a very active business for 
the year, with rising prices, and for that 
fever of;speculationwhichis described as ‘‘a 
boom”’ is but slight, are by no means con- 
clusive as to the dullness of general legiti- 
mate business. On the contrary, the at- 
tainable evidence shows a strong balance for 
the opposite opinion. 

As was plain to any attentive reader of 
our comprehensive survey of the crops. given 
yesterday morning, the condition of agri- 
culture throughout the country is very far 
from gloomy. The wheat crop, will prob- 
ably be smaller than last year, but it will 
almost certainly be larger by one-fifth than 
that of 1881, and still more in excess of the 
average of the past ten years. And our 
business men must see that the wheat crop 
alone js not the sure index of the condition 
of agriculture that it was even five years ago. 
It still retains very nearly its relative stand- 
ing both as to acreage and production and as 
to value, but the enormous progress of 
other crops makes its peculiar influence less 
exclusive. Thus in 1872 the area of wheat 
was, inround numbers, 21,000,000 acres, and 
in 1881 it ‘was 38,000,000 acres; but in the 
same period corn had advanced from 35,500, - 
000 acres to over 64,000,000; hay from 20,- 
000,000 to 31,000,000; oats from9,000,000 to 
17,000,000; rye from 1,000,000 to 1,800,000; 
barley from 1,400,000 to 2,000,000, and the 
modest potato from 1,300,000 to over 2,000, - 
000. Cotton, which was less than 3,000,000 
bales in 1872, was 6,600,000 bales in 1881. 
These figures show that the resources of ag- 
riculture are more varied and its prosperity 
less dependent on one crop than formerly. 

The immediate inference from the reports 
we gave yesterday is that the basis of all 
commerce, and particularly of domestic 
commerce—plentiful food—is likely to be 
firm and substantial so far as it depends upon 
this year. Too much importance ought 
not to be given to the course of the 
stock market; but even that, properly 
| viewed, is not discouraging. Prices 
are lower in that market, and may 
go lower still, and large quantities of stocks 


are now held at priccs which may be in-, 


trinsically too high. But there has been 
little outside speculation in stocks for a year 
| past. The great body of the money in 
volved is not drawn from the ordimary sup- 


plies of capital open to legitimate enterprise. | 


| Nor have the holders of stocks been seri- 
ously compromised. There has been 
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no disastrously rapid shrinkage. The 
owners of stocks, it is said, have 
‘“‘bolstered’” them, but that they 
have been able to do so for so long a 
time is proof that their resources are con- 
siderable. The process has not appreciably 
embarrassed them or those who are con- 
nected with them. And many of the enter- 
prises which form the bases of these stocks, 
though premature, have a sure future before 
them. Every year adds to their real value. 
They are bad investments and risky specu- 
lations, but they are not purely wild-cat ven- 
tures. With all their vicious extravagance, 
which must be paid for, they have a sub- 
stantial element in them. 

It is probable, also, that the inferences 
based on the condition of Eastern markets 
are too sweeping. The toneof feelingin the 
Western cities, so far as can be judged, is 
much more hopeful than in the East. The 
Eastern markets have no longer the relative 
importance they once had. Their business 
grows, and steadily, but not so _ fast 
as that of the whole country. The 
sea-board cities are no _ longer, the 
exclusive entrepdts of foreign goods, and 
still less the exclusive distributing points for 
the trade of the country. Trade is advanc- 
ing throughout the Union with rapid strides, 
not only in extent, but in variety. The sim- 
ple statement in our Atlanta dispatch yester- 
day morning that a new road to North 
Georgia opens up 8,000 square miles of 
agricultural territory, and with another on 
the western side of the State will 
“*add 25 per cent. tothe food product and 10 
per cent. to the cotton yield,’’ throws a 
great deal of light upon the forces which 
control the prosperity of the country. Con- 
sidering the condition of the currency, the 
general soundness of commercial credit, and 
the promise of the crops, it is not reasonable 
to apprehend anything like a serious de- 
pression or even a material check to steady 
prosperity the present year. 


THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY. 

The Albany dispatch in . yesterday’s 
Times relating the intrigues and counter- 
plots of Tammany and the ‘‘ County De- 
mocracy”’ to gain control of the emigration 
service gives point to a recent confession 
made by Mr. Asram 8. Hewirr. Mr. 
Hewitt sadly owned the failure of the at- 
tempt, in which he was conspicuous, to or- 
ganize the Democratic Party in this City so 
as to exclude the strife of “‘halls.’”’ After 
taking an immense deal of trouble, they 
found that they had merely added another 
hall, not less greedy and not more scrupu- 
lous than the rest, to the list of competitors 
for whatever patronage the Democratic 
Party in the City or the State had to bestow. 

Nobody doubts the good faith of most of 
the leaders of the movement to reorganize 
the ‘‘County Democracy.”’ The friendly 
and candid criticism which their plan re- 
ceived from respectable newspapers of both 
parties failed to disclose any radical defect in 
their adaptation of means to an end the ad- 
visableness of which was admitted by every 
good citizen. And yet this promising 
scheme has resulted, according to one of its 
authors, in flat and disgraceful failure. Is 
it likely that any renewal of this project will 
be more disinterestedly conceived or more 
intelligently carried out? And if not, how 
are we to avoid the conclusion that the prob- 
lem which the organizers of the County 
Democracy proposed to themselves was in- 
soluble? 

This is a very serious question, and one 
that threatens to be troublesome until it is 
finally disposed of. The squabble over the 
spoils of Castle Garden and Ward’s Island 
is a temporary and intrinsically a trivial in- 
cident of the larger problem. This incident 
might have been avoided if Gov. CLEVE- 
LAND had been a man more familiar with 
affairs, or if to his unfamiliarity with affairs 
he did not unite the drawback of being a 
statesman of a very cheap grade. If he had 
been either experienced or wise he would 
not have chosen for an exclusive official 
blessing either the Tammany Esaus or the 
Anti-Tammany Jacobs. He would have ex- 
tracted all the information he needed from 
both sides and committed himself to neither. 
But the question would have remained if 
this squabble had not arisen, and the ques- 
tion will recur when this squabble is settled, 
whether any reorganization of the party 
which controls the great majority of voters 
in this City is possible which shall not di- 
vorce the business of local politics from every 
reputable or productive calling to ally it ex- 
clusively with the sale of liquors at retail by 
persons of foreign birth or extraction. If 
these persons are really representative of the 
mass of voters and have not usurped the 
representation, no reorganization will raise 
the stream any higher than its source. 
A community which would spontaneously 
choose the New-York Board of Aldermen 
would be manifestly unfit for selt-govern- 
ment. But if the ‘‘better elements’ to 
which Mr. Huwrrrt and his fellow-founders 
of the County Democracy fondly appeal 
exist in appreciatle numbers, the time is 
evidently ripe for them to reorganize them- 
selves anew. 


A BOLD DEMAND. 


The Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
coolly asks the Interior Department for a 
land grant of 14,000,000 acres in Arizona 
and New-Mexico, which has never been 
earned by that or any other company. Em- 
boldened by the success of the New-Orileans 
Pacific, which recently secured the transfer 
of a grant from a company to which it did 
not belong, the Southern Pacific openly de- 
mands from Secretary TELLER the lands of 
which its agents sought to gain possession 
in Congress last Winter by a legislative 
trick. Itis reported that the Secretary in- 
tends to allow Congress to answer this ap- 
plication. If he had waited for Congres- 
sional action in relation to the grant in 
Louisiana, the lands which have been given 
to the New-Orleans Pacific would undoubt- 
edly have been restored to the public do- 
main. Let us see what is the history of the 
enormous grant, valued at $25,000,000, for 
which application is now made. 

The Texas Pacific received a very liberal 
grant from the State of Texas, and another, 
amounting to 25,000 acres per mile, in New- | 
|

| Mexico and Arizona, from the United States. 
The company did not buiid a mile of track 
' beyond the Texas boundary, and therefore 
did not earn onc acre of its grant in the 
But the Southern Pacific, com-

ing eastward, without a grant, laid | 
raila unon the line selected by the Texas 


Pacific. The two roads met at Sierra 
Blanco, in Western Texas, and pooled 
their interests. In a compact signed on 
Nov. 26, 1881, the Texas Pacific agreed 
that it would not continue its line 
to the Pacific coast, and the Southern Pa- 
cific agreed that it would not parallel the 
already constructed roads of the Texas Pa- 
cific east of Sierra Blanco. In return for 
privileges on the Southern Pacific Road, the 
Texas Pacific relinquished to the Southern 
Pacific its claim to the land grant, right of 
way, and franchises in New-Mexico and 
Arizona. In this way it undertook to relin- 
quish that which it had never earned toa 
company that had already built its road 
without assistance from the Government. 

The Texas Pacific’s conditional and un- 
earned grant in the Territories belongs to the 
people and should be promptly restored to 
the public domain. The company could not 
transfer property which it did not possess, 
and it would be absurd to bestow this em- 
pire of public land, nearly three times as 
large as New-Jersey, upon a corporation 
which built its road without a grant, out of 
the profits, it is said, of the subsidized 
Central Pacific. An attempt was made 
in Congress last Winter to grab this 
grant by means ofa bill which ostensibly 
authorized a consolidation of the several 
sections of the Southern Pacific for con- 
veniencg of management. Keen lawyers 
asserted that the enactment of the proposed 
law would confirm the so-called transfer of 
Nov. 26, 1881, and give this unearned grant 
to the Southern Pacific Company. The bill 
was defeated. Now the company comes 
forward boldly and asks for the lands, 
although its agents declared last Winter that 
no legislation in relation to the grant was 
desired. 

It is not probable that this application 
would have been made if a precedent had 
not been furnished by the President and Sec- 
retary TELLER in the case of the lapsed 
grant in Louisiana. The lands in Louisiana 
—about 1,500,000 acres—were granted in 
1871 to a company to aid in the buiild- 
ing of a road from New-Orleans, by 
Baton Rouge and Alexandria, to Shreve- 
port, upon the condition that the road 
should be completed within five years. 
The road has not been built, but the 
old company transferred, in 1880, to another 
company which had built a road on the 
other side of the river the grant which it had 
never earned. The Secretary confirmed this 
transfer two months ago, and Senator Van 
Wrox has filed a vigorous protest against 
his action. 

The secret history of the mannerin which 
these two grants were originally obtained is 
unsavory, and at every step taken in the 
work of reviving them old scandals have 
been brought to light. It was impossible to 
secure any legislation concerning these or 
other grants in the last Congress, but in the 
next Congress an investigation at least will 
be made. The remnant of our public lands 
should be carefully preserved for the settler. 
The department, in the opinion of many 
who have studied this subject, has gone too 
far in confirming the transfer of the Louisi- 
ana or ‘‘Backbone’’ grant. Surely it can- 
not intend to give to the Southern Pacific 
that broad band of land in the Territories, 
not an acre of which the original grantee 
ever earned by turning a spadeful of earth 
or laying a single rail. 


A PERSECUTED MAN. 


Mr. Satmt Morss, having abandoned the 
hope of teaching the truths of Christianity 
by means of the Passion Play, has descend- 
ed to the level of worldly managers, and is 
about to produce a spectacular play with a 
pleasing underclothing title. Meanwhile 
those who were to have been his colaborers 
in religious teaching are now clamoring for 
their pay, and are applying to the courts to 
compel Mr. Morse to satisfy their demands. 

Among those who are said to have brought 
actions against Mr. Morss is no less a per- 
son than King Herod. This personage 
is almost sufficiently angry to attempt a 
slaughter of the innocents among the ballet 
girls who were to have supported Hero- 
dias, and he is now inquiring of the wise 
men of the law as to how he can obtain 
justice and revenge in a legal way. One 
would think that Herod might be satisfied 
with his royal rank and the privilege of 
wearing his crownat rehearsal; but he wants 
more than this. Mere kingly rank will not 
be accepted by MHerod’s boarding-house 
keeper in lieu of board, and no beer- 
seller will advance ‘‘ schooners’’ of ‘‘ bock”’ 
upon the security of the Judean crown. 
Herod cannot wear his royal robes in the 
street without attracting unpleasant com- 
ment, and his tailor will not supply him 
with Gentile clothing in exchange for the 
royal note of hand. It is hard to see the 
Hebrew King reduced to the necessity of 
suing a private Jew for unpaid salary, and 
it. must be admitted that whatever may have 
been the character of the Jews 2,000 years 
ago they did not permit their King to suffer 
for waut of the necessaries of life, but 
paid him his salary promptly on every quar- 
ter day. 

Pontius Pilate is also at variance with 
Mr. Morsg. Pilate is anxiously inquir- 
ing, with the help of the courts, as to what 
is truth in regard to his pecuniary relations 
with Mr. Morse. He is perhaps willing 
that Barabbas should starve, but he de- 
mands that his own salary should be paid. 
Is this resort to law quite the thing in the 
case of astern Roman Governor? Would 
it not be more in keeping with his own 
character were Pontius Pilate to call out 
the Roman soldiery; to seize Mr. Morse, 
and to cast him to the lions? Doubtless 
lions for the purpose would be kindly 
loaned by Mr. Barnvm, and the profits of 
the entertainment could be divided between 
that eminent showman and Pontius Pilate 
himself. As it is, the latter is sacrificing his 
dignity by appearing as a plaintiff in a suit 
at law, and he need not expect much sym- 
pathy from the disinterested public. 

Herodias and Mary Magdalene, 
breathing a stern determination to “get 
square’ with Mr. Morse, have as yet 
brought no suit against him. Probably, 
like the astute Judas Iscariot, they intend 
to await the result of the suits brought by 
Herod and Pontius Pilate. The juvenile 
innocents who have cried to be slaughtered 
for at least six months; the priests who have 
sacrificed their interests while waiting in the 
outer courts of Mr. Morse’s temple, and 
the First

general Gentiles, are similarly waiting fora 
legal decision against Mr. Morss, after 
which they will overwhelm that unfortu- 
nate philanthropist with more suits than 
any court calendar can contain. 

It is sad to see a good man thus perse- 
cuted, but it is not without precedent that a 
philanthropist should be so much interested 
in good works as to forget to pay his debts.

A TERRIBLE DANGER 


The terrible danger which menaces the 
British public from boxes not filled with 
dynamite bids fair totally to destroy the 
British nervous system. Any miscreant 
with the help of an empty box or even a box 
filled with sawdust or other similarly dead- 
ly substance can frighten whole towns 
from their property. The wretch who tried 
not to blow up the Petersburg Cathedral 
with a box not containing dynamite has 
doubtless succeeded in throwing all Peters- 
burg into a state of nervous anxiety for weeks 
to come. 

Boxes filled with real dynamite are com- 
paratively harmless, for they can be prompt- 
ly thrown into the cistern or given to one’s 
creditors, or disposed of in some other harm- 
less way. But who can properly grapple 
with the terrors of the box not filled with 
dynamite? The man who receives by mail 
or otherwise a box of this description does 
not know what to do with it. He is, of 
course, afraid to open it, and he is equally 
afraid to commit it to the vasty deep of the 
bath-tub, lest haply it should contain some- 
thing of value. Imagine for a moment the 
situation of the Englishman who on returning 
home early in the afternoon finds a paste- 
board box in his front hall. He is, of course, 
ignorant of its contents. To open it is 
death, provided it happens to contain dyna- 
mite; to throw it into the nearest pond is 
worse than death, in case it contains his 
wife’s new bonnet. It is credibly asserted 
that wealth in the shape of bonnets and 
jewelry sufficient to pay one-fourth of the 
British national debt is at this moment lying 
at the bottom of ponds and cisterns, where 
it has been thrown because it was in- 
closed in boxes not containing dynamite. 
The worst of it is that there does not 
seem to be any prospect that the English- 
men will ever achieve immunity from empty 
boxes. If only one box containing dyna- 
mite should be seized by the police within 
the next ten years, the terrors of boxes void 
of dynamite would still haunt the English- 
man and destroy at one fell blow his peace 
of mind and all comfort on the part of his 
wife in that variety of shopping which in- 
undates the husband’s house with paste- 
board boxes to be paid for on delivery. 


Judge DONOHUE, with his usual amiability, 
yesterday granted the Turf Club, not exactly an 
injunction, but what was equivalent to an injune- 
tion, against the Turf Exchange. The nameof this 
latter is so close and colorable an imitation of what 
night be called the trade-mark of the club that the 
club applied for a fresh title, and got it in that of 
the Madison Club. Nobody is likely to organize a 
Madison Exchange, and the club is safe for a sea- 
son. The petition of the club sets forth that the 
Exchange ‘is the resort of ‘“ poo)-sellers’”” and 
“gamblers,” while the club, as has appeared 
at various times in the newspapers, is the 
resort of gentlemen who play with each other, on 
a strictly high-toned basis, for sums which would 
promptly “freeze out’? the humble “ gambler” 
and the unyvirtuous but hardy “ pool-seller.””

But although the experi- 
ment of making a clever man Governor-General 
did not fail, it was too hazardous to be re- 
peated. The appointment of Lord Lorne was one 
of those theatrical strokes which always tickled 
the faney of Lord BEACONSFIELD, and was very 
much like his marening a {procession of sepoy 
**supes” upon what looked like the stage of a Hu- 
ropean war. It presented itself to him as a mas- 
terly expedient for at once putting in abeyance a 
troublesome social question in England which had 
arisen from the marriage of the Queen’s daughter 
to a subject, and making use of the same compli- 
cation to flatter the Canadians with something 
which, if they made believe very hard, might seem 
like a real Court, with a real Princess to preside 
over it. Neither of these fond antisipatians bas 
been completely fulfilled, and Mr. Guapstone has

6 was about to leave for Europe, and before leav 
ing told his brother that the deed was in the safe, 
and was to be used in case of siekness, death, oi 
trouble. It never was in Amasa’s possession, bu! 
was left in the safe among other private papers, 
where it was found by Chaffee. ‘The witness de 
nied ever anthorizing any one te transfer his stock; 
and did not know that it had been transferred un 
til 1879. He had never ratified the transfer. Whex 
asked if he did not sign the trust deed, he said 
that he signed it when it was fully understood 
that there were to be three Trustees. Gov. 
Sprague said that he offered to help Chaffee rus 
the Quidneck Mills, but he had nothing to do wit 
the business of the office. 

Col. Amasa Sprague denied under oath that hé 
ever saw the deed of power of attorney, and nevet 
of his own knowledge knew that William Spragu¢ 
had signed one. In no instance nad he acted on it 
Lawyer Thurston and George Harris told him in 
1873 that he had such a power, and that was the 
reason he had signed the stock transfer-book. 
They were Sprague’s lawyers then, and told him if 
was all right. He did as Thurston dictated. and 
said nothing to William Sprague on the subject. 
He had never seen the power of attorney until to- 
day. Mr. Thurston, in the cross-examination, 
asked when did the witness hear that he held 4 
power of attorney. 

**I heard of it from you at the time you were ad: 
vising me about this Sprague business,” replied 
Col. Sprague. “‘You were the Spragues’ lawyet 
then. You don’t remember that, do you?” 

The complainants endeavored to prove that 
Amass Sprague had and the power of attor- 
ney, but with indifferent success. He acknowl- 

Thurston that he signed anything that 
Tharston and the other Sprague lawyers told him 
to. There was no proof that the meeting at which 
the transfer was made was legally called, but there 
was evidence to show to the contrary. The jury 
was out about two hours and failed to agree, and 
they were discharged. They stood nine tor Gov. . 
Sprague and three for the complainant Chaffee.

COMPETITIVE DRILL AT NASHVILLE—INTER- 
FERENCE OF THE RAIN. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 21.—The weather 
was so inclement this morning that the managers 
of the competitive drill and musical carnival de- 
cided to postpone the opening of the drill till to- 
morrow and have the street parade on Wednes- 
day, when all the visiting and local companies will 
participate. Rain fell all the morning and made the 
drill ground so soft that it will require considerable 
attention to render it fit for the purpose in- 
tended. Notwithstanding the rain, the streets 


were densely crowded until 
ment was generally known. A special train 
which arrived at 8 o’ciock this morning 
brought the Houston Light Guards and the 
Tredway Rifles, while another rolied in two hours 
later with the Crescent Rifles and the Alabama 
State Artillery.

A TERRIBLE FOREST FIRE. 


MILES OF WOOD IN VERMONT LAID WASTE—~ 
“MILL AND RAILWAY PROPERTY BURNED. 

MoNnTPELIER, Vt., May 21.—At Groton 
Pond, 23 miles from here, on the line of the Mont< 
pelier and Wells River Railroad, last ‘Saturday 
afternoon, there was the most destructive forest 
fire ever known in Vermont. It originated by the 
burning of brush about noon; and the wind blow: 
ing a gale, the flames swept everything before 
them. They first burned the depot, the water- 
house, and 400 cords of woods of the Montpelier 
and Wells River Railroaa at Groton Pond. They 
then swept away the mill property. consisting of 
one mill with several thousand dollars’ 

of machinery, one large and several small 
tenement-houses, occupied by 20 families, a store, 
over 200,000 feet of dressed lumber, 400 cords of 
bark, several barns, 58 ox sleds, 3 car-loads of hay, 
28 freight cars of live stock, and nearly all the per 
sopal property of the families. Men, women, and 
ee are taking refuge on the pond in boats 
and on rafts. 

The mili property is owned by Ulrich T. Bald- 
win, of Wells River. Mr. Baldwin's loss is esti- 
mated at over $100,000, witn small insurance. 
Whole families are rendered destitute. Some 15 
men, women, and children came here lete on Sat- 
urday night. 

‘After the burning of the mill property, the fire 
passed along the line of the railroad some three 
miles to Peabody station, burning the station and 
all the buildings there. The entire territory on 
both sides of the track for about six miles isa 
perfect waste. The timber, the buildings, and 
everything are burned, and the track was destroyed 
so that the trains were delayed 12 hours. The 
track has been relaid, and travel will be continued. 

Tne loss to the railroad is estimated at over $25,- 
000. A gang of men, who were sawing wood for 
the railroad and living in ears at Groton Pond sta- 
tion, barely escaped with theirlives. John Morse 
was seriously burned, It is not known whether 
any perished in the woods or not. There wera 
several narrow escapes. Mr. Baldwin, the propri- 
eter of the mill, was forced to take refuge ina 
brook running under the railroad and keep im- 
mersed for some time.

Huntington left a 
letter addressed to his wife saying he had 
twice before purchased poison with which to 
kill himself, but this time he should buy more and 
surely use it, on account of his trouble, as his life 
was wrecked and he would not accept his father’s 
bounty.

THE IRISH NATIONAL LEAGUE. 
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ADDRESSES BY DR. WALLACE, PRESIDENT 
SULLIVAN, MR. BRENNAN, AND OTHERS. 
The spirit of the dynamitard was strong in 

the gathering of Irishmen that met at the 

Cvoper Institute last evening to indorse the 

Philadelphia convention and extend sympathy and 

aid to the newly organized Irish National 

League. Although the speakers all coun- 

seled patience and moderation, anv lan- 

guage that could be construed as _ bearing 
the remotest relation to violenee was quickly in- 
terpreted in thelr own way by the incendiary spir- 
its that were scattered through the hal!, and 
their cheering was echoed by the audience. 


Dynamitard O'Donovan Rossa, looking for all the 
world like the peaceable, gunpowder-respecting 
man that he is, occupied « lowly seat below the 
platform in the space reserved tor the reporters. 
At least 3,000 men and women were pas away 
in the seats and aisles on the floor, anda 
hundred more ga the platform. Among 
the latter were Mrs. Parnei!, Alexander Sullivan, 
the President of the League: Thomas Brennan, 
William B. Wallace, Patrick Ford, Jobn Devoy, 
Stephen J. Meany, the Hon. Themas Fitch, Sena- 
tor Grady, and the President of the much-abused 
Board of Aldermen. 

The meeting was called to order by Dr. William 
B. Wallace. a member of the Ceuneil of Seven, 
who, in referring to the action of the Philadel- 
phia convention, said that it had done noth- 
ing to wound the friends of Ireland and 
certainly nothing to give satisfaction to her ene- 
mies. It was demanded in the name of the 
Irish people and by the Irish people that 
there should be .organization for the purpose 
of carrying on in a suecessful manner the efforts to 
secure the liberation of Ireland. His sentiment, 
“We must have a Government of our own, 
and we will obey it,” was received 
with the wildest cheering. The mention of 
Queen Victoria’s name and the name of her Lord 
Lieutenant evoked hisses and groans. That of 
Parnell. who the speaker declared had been 
given the stewardship of the Irish nation, was 
received with prolonged applause. Dr. Wallace 
had a word of reproach. He urged them to iden- 
tify themselves with this movement and show 
Gladstone that a million of men were behind 
Charles Stewart Parnell. 

The President of the League, Alexander Sullivan, 
oould find no fault with the generous reception that 
marked bis introduction to this New-York audience. 
hose who had never before seen him beheld 
a man of slight stature, quick and nervous in his 
movements, with a face almost boyish in its ex- 
pression, relieved somewhat, however, of youthful 
suggestions by a high forehead, a firm month, 
keen eyes and sharpness of feature, all be- 
tokening no little knowledge of the word 
and experience with mankind. There were 
more cheers when he was _ presented toe 
the audience as the representative of Charles 
Stewart Parnellin America. In a clear, firm voice 
he began a sketch of Irish wrongs and the remedial 
measures proposed by the Irish Nationa] League. 
“The Philadelphia convention.” he said ‘‘appeals 
to you Irishmen of New-York to do some- 
thing more than attend meetings. You must 
get down to the hard. cold, matter-of-fact 
work of discipline and organization. To 
enlist your services is the object ef my presence 
and that of my assoeiates here to-night. It is net 
our intention to interfere in the slightest degree 
with the work of your benevolent, your temper- 
ance, your patriotic organization. either here or 
anywhere else in this country. We seek 
to effect no change in the pro- 
grammes of such worthy] associations. We 
only ask you to enlarge their sphere of opera- 
tions, to funite with us in the eommon cause 
of effecting JIreland's liberation from Eng- 
lish ymisrule. The time has come when ar 
Irishman can be both national and rational. [Ap- 
plause.}. Our people must be aroused by agita- 
tion and disciplined by organization to enable 
them to. strike telling blows in behalf 
of Ireland. There is no inconsistency in 
our organizing under the proteetion of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. His reference 
to the native traitor being always worse 
than ‘the foreign foe was greeted with 
a round of hisses. Let those who complain of the 
Irish people, he said, remember that we are made 
a nation of laborers by stress of circumstances; 
that we have been deprived at home by misgov- 
ernment of the opportunity of enlightening our- 
selves and fitting ourselves to pursue more diversi- 
ed paths. Ireland, with her fertility of soil and 
herresourees, was capable, he claimed, ef sustaining 
485 persons to the square mile, the same as thrifty 
Belgium, instead of only 162, as compelled 
by her. existing poverty. The remark 
that it was no wonder that England was 
awakening with fright at the explosions, aroused 
tne dynamitards in the audience, and they sent 
up achorus of cheers. In speaking of the con- 
tributions to the Land League fund, he said 
that while America had contributed fer the reliet 
of distress and the purposes of agitation the sum 
of $785,000, the people of Ireland had contributed 
$930,000 for these purposes. 

Mr, Thomas Brennan sketehed a picture of the 
sufferings of the Irish peasantry and of 
the petty tyrants to which they are 
subjected. He urged tIrishmen to work 
and plan, to “conspire and plot” if it 
became necessary, in order to wipe away 
the stain of national disgrace. “ Your 
kindred across the water,” he said. ‘beg 
of you to cease your bickerings and lay aside your 
personal differences toaid in this movement.” 
Organization in every part of the world would 
very materially ehange the condition of Ireland. 

Secretary M. J. Coste'lo’ read the names 
of Roscoe Conkling, Abram S. Hewitt, and 
others as senders of letters of encourage- 
ment. The Hon. Thomas Fitch made 
a fiery speech in favor of liberating the Irish race. 
The social, political, and financial dudes, the 
men who build monuments to British spies, 
might be and were in sympathy with England, 
but the intelligent every-day people of America 
were in sympathy with this down-trodden people. 
The exercises of the evening concluded with an 
address by Mrs. Parnell, urging the Irish people to 
hold on to their patience with both bands.

THE PROPOSED METHOD OF RE- 
ORGANIZATION. 

THE PLAN WHICH THE COMMITTEE OF EIGHT- 
EEN BELIEVE WILL SECURE HARMONI- 
OUS8 WORKING IN THE FUTURE. 

The Committee of Eightcen, chosen by the 
Republican Central Committee to prepare a 
plan for the reorganization of the Repub- 
lican Partv in this City, held a long 
secret meeting lat evening at No. 45 West 
Fifty-fifth-street, the house of Edward Mitchell, 
its Chairman. There were present besides Mr. 
Mitchell Messrs. Frederick Kuhne, Theodore W. 
Dwight, Elliot F. Shepard. Gen. Lloyd Aspinwall, 
William A. Townley, Whitelaw Reid, James R. 
Marvin, Henry J. Scudder, Chauncey M. Depew, 
Wiliam Dowd, Jobn J. O’Brien, and Solon B. Smith. 
The special business of the meeting was to 
act on a plan of reorganization prepared 
by a sub-committee, appointed some time 
ago, and consisting of Prof. Dwight and 
Messrs. Dowd, Scudder, Aspinwall, and Shepard. 
The full committee was called to order at 8:30 
o'clock, and _ Prof. Dwight immediately 
presented the report of the sub-committee. 
Then followed a long and. animated discussion, 
lasting nearly four hours. A number of amend- 


ments to the proposed plan were made, and finally, 
at 12:30 o'clock this morning, the committee unapni- 
mously adopted the amended plan. The plan of 
reorganization is as follows: 

I. 


New Enroliment.—There shall ve a new enrollment 
of the members of the party in their Assembly dis 
tricts as hereinafter defined, under the rollowing gen- 
eral regulations: 

(1.) The enroliment shall take place under the gen- 
eral directions of this Committee of Kighteen, but 
not by the committee iteelf. The committee shall 
have power to select five enroliine officers in each As- 
menage district, who shall be Republicans of repute. 
Two shall be members of the present association, two 
shall not be, and one shall be a non-resident of the 
district, to be elected by the Committee of Eighteen. 

(2.) The sald committee shall, on consultation with 
the Chairmanof the Republican Central Committee, 
open places in the respective Assembly districts for 
registration, at which the respective enrolling officers 
shall attend on the first three Tue:days in September, 
1883, between the bours of 7 and 10P. M. Suitable 
books for registration shall in like manner be pro- 
vided by the Committee of Eighteen. 

(3.) Every Republican voter, or person entitled to 
vote, at the Fall election of 1888 may offer his name 
for registration, and shall be entitled to be registered 
on the following conditions: 

(7) if he voted at the last election for Electors of 
PresiGent and Vice-President of the United States, he 
must, if then professing to be a Republican, have 
acted with tre Republican Party. 
(b) If then ont of the yep 
or not attached to the epublican Party, 
it will be sufficient that his present gen- 
eral intention is to act with the Republican 
Party at the election of 1883. He must state 
that he will not, during this year, attend 
or take part in the rimaries or cau- 
cuses of any other political organization. 
He must verify the statements required in this sub- 
division by oath or affirmation. The registration lists 
shall contain the full name, place of business,if any, as 
well as residence of each person registered. No per- 
son shall be required to take any pledge whatever, as 
preliminary, or as a prerequisite to registration, ex- 
cept ae above provided. 

(4.) The registration lists, when completed, shall 
be open for inspection and challenge for six days. 
If any vote be challenged, notice by mail of 
the challenge, of not less than six days, 
shall be given to the person whose vote is 
so challenged. The enrolling officers shall meet at 
the expiration of this time, and shall strike from the 
roll the names of any persons not entitled to be en- 
tered thereon. No person shail vote at the Republi- 
can primaries whose name is not on theroll as cor- 
rected. IL

after this new enrollment is perfected, cease to be de- 
pocmeses of political power.

PROMINENT CITIZENS KILLING THEIR MEN— 
BRUTAL A&SSASSINATIONS. 

HENRIETTA, Texas, May 21.—C. M. Burgess, 
who killed R. M. Donley last November, was shot 
and killed yesterday by W. R, Curtis, one of the 
largest stock-owners in Texas, at the Post Office 
here during the delivery of the mail. Burgess, it 
is stated. shoved Curtis roughly aside. Hot words 
passed, when Burgess tried to draw a revolver, 
but Curtis was quicker and shot Burgess, who 
turned and staggered toward the door, Curtis still 
firing onhim. Burgess took only a few steps and 
fell dead two feet from where he had killed Don- 
ley. Two men were accidentally wounded, but, it 


it is thought, not seriously. Curtis at once sur- 
rendered to the authorities and requested an im- 
mediate trial. He sent word from the jail to the 
wounded men that he would pay all their ex- 
penses for the time lost, and, if permanently in- 
jurea. would provide for them. Burgess intended 
to kill Curtis at the time of the shooting of Donley, 
and is alleged to have threated Curtis's life on sev- 
eral a Public sentiment is entirely with 
Curtis. 


LYNCHBURG, Va., May 21.—Intelligence 
was received here to-day of the shooting and kill- 
ing of Dr. Q. C. Hall at Floyd Court-house. several 
days ago, by Deputy United States Collector W. 8. 

The shooting was done in self-defense, 
and Gravely was acquitted by the magistrate be- 
fore whom he had been brought. Dr. Hall en- 
deavored in every way to provoke the difficulty, 
without apparent cause, and fired at Gravely first. 


New-Or.EaAns, May 21.—A special to the 
Times-Democrat from Amite City, La., says: ‘* Yes- 
terday afternoon Guion and Pierce Lanier and 
William Curley were killed in the southern part of 
St. Helena Parish. Guion and Pierce were sons 
of Pierce Lanier, Sr.. who was murdered about 
three months ago on the Baton Rouge road, 
in Livingston Parish.

AMUSEMENTS. 


MR. SALMI MORSE’S PLAY. 

Mr. Salmi Morse is one of those personages 
of our time whom it is useless to introduce to 
any intelligent reader. His fame has preceded 
him. The fact is now known and digested that he 
wrote the Passion Play; that he has also writ- 
ten between 30 and 40 dramas—in emula- 
tion of Shakespeare—and~: that he sieens 
beneath a gemmed bed-quilt. At any rate, 
he tries to slesp, though his slumber is 
probably pervaded with visions of sacred 
history done into more or iess blank verse, of 
Mayors who are obstreperously bigoted, and of the 
two-score dramatic works which he hopes to in- 
Hict upon an inoffensive community. Mr. Morse 
was unsuccessful with his ** Passion” enterprise, 
which succumbed to law and to popular 
sentiment. Perhaps he should have been per- 
mitted to bring forward his Biblical play. Te 
crusb a man like the inextinguishable Mr. Morse is 
to make an unnecessary martyr. He might have 
been allowed to crush himself. His Pas- 
sion would have been more effective than 
@ ton of bricks, since it proved to be—when 
it was seen at a rehearsal—a massive com- 
pound of thickhoadedness and travesty. How 
ever, Mr. Morse became a martyr in spite of him- 
self, and he has not hesitated to compare his suf- 
ferings with those of Gallileo. Itis even suspect- 


ed .that, in the flame of his imagination, he 
has compared Mr. Morse with the original 
first cause of the universe. Whether that 
is true or not, it is elear that he is an excep- 
tionally lively and ambitious person. For ex- 
ample, his liveliness was Illustratea last night 
when he opened the Twenty-third-street 
theatre. This theatre was described during 
the “Passion” squabble as a temple. It 
Was, 80 to speak, the altar-place of human and 
Christian regeneration. But, as Mr. Morse found 
himseif hedged in by bigoted persecutors, as he 
discovered that his large work of religious re- 
form was unappreciated, he threw. aside 
his piety and was thenceforward satisfied 
to be a simple moralist and reformer. He 
supplied fresh—very fresh—notions about the mod- 
ern stage, about its state of decuy and degeneracy-- 
above all, about his intense and unalterable inten- 
tion to sweep from the stage its villains and 
criminals, its vices and itscrimes. Asan exem- 
plifieation of his Socratic and Diogenic views, 
he set forth last night, in the presence of a rather 
large audience and amid the peculiar sanctity of 
his own theatre, a play entitled *‘A Bustle Ameng 
Petticoats.” It is barely possible that a few un- 
kind observers may object to such a title, both 
on grounds of obscenity and morality. They 
may be disposed to think that the play is an exhi- 
bition of undergarments. But their mistake is 
natural. The high ethical significance of this 
title must be apparent to those who look olosely 
atit. The ‘bustle’ is suggestive here of some- 
thing spiritual—of, as it were, a soul-stirring. 
The petticoats represent, in delicate poetic 
imagery. the charm and the beauty of woman. It 
will be seen that Mr. Morse’s imagination is a 
strangely subtle thing. One may compare it with 
the hardly perceptible fragrance of some wild flow- 
ers. 

“A Bustle Among Petticoats’ is a romantic 
spectacular comedy in six acts. Mr. Morse, let us 
be understood, describes it in that way. It goes 
on to show how a certain pale and interesting 
young man. tied down to the vile trade of a 
mercer. falis in love with Floretta, daughter 
of the Marquis de Vervieaux. At a moment of 
rapturous passion, he—his name is Blondin—and 
Floretta assert that they love each other. 
Thereupon, a dark and mysterious man, one 
Count Andrassi, offers Blondin several bags of 
gold and throws off a few conundrums, 
which set the audience thinking with violence. 
Many youthful and graceful Hibernian maidens, 
who are supposed to be either Moorish or French, 
or both, then dance to the tune of a languid 
gavotte. In the third act, the scene beinglaid here 
ina baunted forest, Count Anarassi and Blondin 
make their appearance, with the help of a 
coach and four horses. The horses insist upon 
going the wrong way, but that is a mild diffieulty. 
The two men get out of their coach, and Bion- 
din soon finds himself under the influence 
of a strange  spelli—enchantment, narcotio, 
bad whisky, it matters little in the 
longrun. The fourth act arrives and Blondin is 
seen, dressed in satins and jewels, upon a couch. 
He awakens and is inclined to be bellicose. 
It is then made clear to him—thongh not 
to the audience—that he is married to a 
Duchess, the owner of the castle and the 
clothes in which he finds himself. There is more 
ballet dancing, which, it is hoped, soothes the emo- 
tions of everybody. The fifth act brings us again 
to the haunted forest. Here Blondin comes 
forward again in his old clothes, which, it is 
now made certain after much painful suspense, 
had not been pawned. He is driven away in the 
coach which had brought him to the forest. We 
should undertake to give some account of the 
sixth act if we had remained in the theatre to 
watch it, but, as the audience showed an 
almost preternatural desire to get out 
of the theatre at the end of the fifth act. it was im- 
possible to resista strong popularimpulse. If any 
reader of this newspapercan discover from the 
truthful narrative of Mr. Salmi Morse’s play which 
has been presented what Mr. Morse's play is con- 
cerned with, what story it has, or what purpose it 
suggests, he may.in the language of the gods, 
“ take the cake.” 

An effort was made to put this play upon the 
stage with care and scenic effectiveness. The 
scenery was at least respectable. The acting was 
not respectable. Signora Teresa Gossi, who, it is 
said, comes from La Scala, danced gracefully in 
one act. The whole performance, however, was 
crushing to the aspiring spirit of humbug. F

OPERA BOUFFE AT DALY’S THEATRE. 

At Daly’s Theatre last evening Mme. Théo 
appeared in her original character, Rose Michon, 
in “ La Jolie Parfumeuse.”’ Fer those who are dis- 
posed to find fault with the performances of this 
actress there is abundant food for talk in this 
opera. At the best the work is an unsavory one. 
Its story has no excuse for existence beyond the 
bare fact that it is of the Freneh. Frenchy. The 
adjective French covers a multitude of sins, and it 
has been observed long before this time thatthe 
American public will smile complacently upon 
any amount of pruriency done into the 


Gallic tongue, which, given in naked English, 
would not be tolerated. This fondness for 
a cloak ef French is founded on the national 
horror of what people think, for a man who listens 
to an opera in that tongue fondly fancies that his 
neighbor does not know what naugbty things he is 
enjoying. ‘‘ La Jolie Parfumeuse” is one of the 
poldest of the French operas. In action and in 
language it is nothing if not suggestive. and it is 
generally much more than that. Rose Michon isa 
volatle young woman who suceeeds in marrying a 
youth after doing in his presence a number of 
things which would cause a man of the genus 
Americanus to resign all claims to her hand. 
Every one in the opera is very ingenuous and 
fu'l of glee. If, then, Mme. Théo has entered into 
the full spirit of the work, she has only done what 
the author expected of her when he wrote it for 
her. Sheacts vigorously with bead, eyes, nose, 
mouth, arms, hands, fingers, body, legs, and feet. 
She is never still, and every motion is well adapted 
to the full exhibition of Mme. Théo’s personal 
qualifications as an artist of the French school, As 
to her singing. there is so little of it that nothing 
need be said. In fact the same may be 
stated in regard to the entire company. 
Offenbach put some of his most irre- 
istible numbers into *‘La Jolie Parfumeuse,”’ but 
in the bands of Mr. Gran’s company they do not 
meet with the most careful treatment. The act- 
ing, however, of M. Duplan and M. Grivel and 
that of Mme. Betty assisted materially in givine 
life to the performance of last evening. It must be 
confessed, however. that from an entertainment 
like “ Boceaccio” it is a long step downward to 
**La Jolie Parfumeuse."’ This evening the com- 
pany will appear for the last time in the first act 
of “La Mascotte,” the last of “‘Les Cloches de 
Corneville,” and *‘Pomme d'Api.” Mme. Théo 
will perform in each piece,

The performance last evening was, as a whole, 
satisfactory. Miss Dora Wiley, as Violetta, and 
Mr. Richard Golden, as the Marquis, have been 
seen before. Miss Wiley retains the freshness of 
her voice and sings well, while Mr. Golden is suffi- 
ciently amusing in his r6le. Mr. Alonzo Stoddard, 
who isa well-known singer, had an opportunity to 
display his voice to advantage as Genera! Umberto. 
Mile. Julie Rosewald appeared as Elsa, and sang 
her music creditably. The remainder of the cast 
was acceptable, the chorus large and sonorus, 
and the orchestra efficient. The opera ought to 
have a renewed term of popularity. 
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MME. GERSTER IN VIENNA. 

Vienna newspapers recently received here 
contain glowing accounts of the successful per- 
formances of Mme. Etelka Gerster at the Imperial 
Opera-house. As indicated inanumberof cable 
dispatches printed in Tae Times, the Hungarian 
prima donna’s return to Vienna, where her voice 
was heard and its wonderful beauty acknowledged 
before she made her world-wide fame as an artist, 
has been regarded asa musical event of no ordi- 
nary character.

OBITUARY. 


THOMAS SMITH. 

Thomas Smith, who has been for nearly a 
quarter of a century President of the Bank of 
North America in Philadelphia—the first established 
in the United States—died at his country seat at 
Abingdon, Penn., on Sunday, in the sixty-ninth 
year of his age. Mr. Smith resigned tne Presidency 
of the bank abeut two months ago on account of 
fuiling health. He was born in the old district of 


Southwark in 1818. His parents were of Scotch- 
Irish descent. His futher was a successful 
flour and feed merchant, and the son 
followed the same business until August, 
1860, he was elected President of the Bank of North 
America, being the seventh in order since its first 
President, Thomas Willing, who was elected Nov. 
2, 1781. As a merchant Mr. Smith was widely 
known for his business sagacity and unswerving 
integrity. One of the most interesting events in 
the history of the bank occurred under the Presi- 
dency of Mr. Smith. When under the national 
currency act the bank wanted to reorganize asa 
national bank it was greatly averse to changing its 
name. The bank had advanced $4,500,000, or four 
and one-half times the amount of its capital, on 
United States securities, and it was felt that the 
addition of the word * National.” as was custemar 
on becoming a national bank, was in its case bot. 
unnecessary and il! advised. 

Its original name. conferred upon it by Congress, 
as well asits original national eharacter. bad al- 
ways been, and still continues to be, matters of 
great pride to those interested ip the institution, 
These views were presented at great length to the 
Controller of the Currency in a letter from Presi- 
dent Smith. The result of the correspondence be- 
ing that the Controller at last consented to the re- 
tention by the bank of its oldgcorporate title, with- 
out the prefix “ National.’’ This is said to be the 
only institution in the country where a similar per- 
mission has been granted. Mr. Smith leavesa 
wife, the daughter of the late{Commodore Kelly, 
of the United States Navy, but no children. 

OBITUARY NOTES. 

The death is announced from Madrid of the 
Marquis of Orovio, leader of the Conservative 
Party in the Spanish Senate. 

Ex-Gov. Thomas B. Jeter, of South Carolina, 
died at Union, in that State, on Sunday, of tuber- 


cular disease of the intestines, in the fifty-eighth 
year of bis age. He was State Senator from Union 
for several terms, and was recently appointed Rail 
road Commissioner. 


Horace Hefferen died at Salem, Ind., Sun- 
day, aged 60 years. He was for a long time a 


prominent politician of Indiana. During the war 
he was he brought intw prominence as the alleged 
leader of the Sons of Liberty, and was imprisoned. 
At the time of his death he was a member of the 
General Assembly. 


Chief Engineer Oscar H. Lackey, on the re- 
tired list of the United States Navy, died at his res- 


idence in Washington yesterday. He was a 
native of Virginia and entered the service in 1858 
as Third Assistant Engineer and took part in the 
Paraguay expedition of 1858-60. About the open- 
ing of the rebellion he was promoted to Second 
Assistant Engineer and daring the war did duty in 
the Crusader and New Ironsides, in the South At- 
lantic squadron, and later was on special service 
on the frigate Niagara. His promotion to First 
Assistant Engineer came in 1868. Since the war he 
bas had a fair share of both sea and shore duty. 
He became u Chief Engineer in 1870. 


Mayor E. W. Smith, of the Twenty-second 
Infantry, died yesterday. He was born in Ver- 


mont, and entered the army from Illinois on May 
14, 1861. He was made Captain Feb. 17, 1863, and 
on Sept. 21, 1866, was transferred to the Twenty- 
fourth Infantry. On March 4, 1870, he was assigned 
to the Eighteenth Infantry, and Feb. 20, 1882, to 
the Twenty-second Infantry. When mustered out 
of the volunteers in 1866 he held the rank ef Brevet 
Brigadier-General. He participated in the assault 
on Fort Wagner, South Carolina, and was made a 
Lieutenant-Colonel April 2. 1865, for gallant and 
meritorious services in front of Petersburg, Va. 


The death is announced from London of Mr. 
Artbur Matthison, who was formerly well knownin 


dramatic and literary circles in this City, and who 
in recent years had livedin London. Mr. Matthi- 
son was actor, author, poet, and journalist; he 
played small parts in the support of Mr. Booth 
during the first season of Booth’'s Theatre, and he 
wrote, or had a share in the authorship of, a num- 
ber of plays. including ** The Great Divorce Case,”’ 
which the Wyndham Company produced here a 
short time ago. In addition to his efforts in the 
various fields indicated above, Mr. Matthison was 
clever with his peneil, and a number of interesting 
sketches made by him are still preserved at the 
Lotos Club. He was amerober of this club during 
his residence in this City, and while in London was 
a member of the Savage Club.

, PLACED AT $169,460. 
THE COMMISSIONERS OF ACCOUNTS SAY THE 
| @NTROLLER’S DEPARTMENT I8 BORDER- 
ING ON A STATE OF DEMORALIZATION, 

Commissioners of Accounts Shearman and 
Hill completed on Saturday their investigatice vf 
the accounts of the Finance Department, wa'ch 
was undertaken in order to find out how much 
money had been lost to the City by the defaleation 
of the late William B. Carre!!, who was for several 
years coupon clerk of the department. The report 
was sent to Mayor Edson yesterday. The Commis- 
sioners state that the total amount ef coupon in- 
terest on the City debt improperly paid during the 
‘years Carroll was carrying out his dishonest prac- 
tiees was $169,460. This is $20,830 more than the 
sum fixed by Controller Campbell in the report 
made by him a few days ago as the result of en 
examination mace under his instructions, and in- 
dependent of the work of the Commissioners of 


Accounts. The report of the latter is as follows: 


FFICE OF THE COMMISSIONERS OF ACCOUNTS,

The process employed in 
ascertaining these results was as follows: 

Forst—We requested the Controller to place at 

our disposal for the purpose of this examination 
all tne coupons paid and in his custody or under 
his control for the period above mentioned. 

: 'y—All vouchers, coupon lists, and memo- 
randa relating to the subject matter, of all which 
we bave made acareful examination and subjected 
the coupons to a double counting. 3 

Finding the record-rooms of the Finance Depart- 

yoent locked and no person in attendance thereat, 
‘we procured the key from the Deputy Controller, 
from. whom we learned that the keeper was absent 
on account of sickness, and that no person had 
been designated to perform the duties of the place 
guring such absence of the keeper. On oponing 
the rooms we found them in a manifestly disor- 
gered and otherwise neglected condition, loose 
y-rolls, warrants, returns, &c., being found in 
eaps of dirt and rnbbish upon the floors, and 
pther important papers and vouchers scattered 
promiscuously uvon the tables. We reported this 
condition of affairs to the Controller, who some 
Rime afterward detailed a clerk from his office to 
Rake temporary charge of the records and files, 
god who has succeeded in getting them into 
comparatively good order. In the meantime we 
ad found and withdrawn a large number of 
apers needed for the purposes of our investiga- 
ion, but we bad barely commenced our examina- 
‘tion when the Controller recalled a large portion 
of the papers, to be used, as he stated, in au exam- 
ation which was then being made in his office 
‘under his direction. The papers were subsequently 
ebdtained by us and examined. Among these 
pers were the coupon schedules purporting to 
ive the numbers of the eoupons and tbeir values, 
d having at the foot a distribution of the cou- 
fpens according to the title of the bonds to which 
bey relate, certified by the assistant stock anda 
nd clerk. At the outset of our examination of 
these coupon lists we undertook to arrange in 
consecutive order the numbers and kinds of 
the coupens embraced thereon for the pur- 
tjpose of comparing the same with the coupons 
tnemselves, but we found this to be impracticable, 
for the reason that the coupon numbers entered in 
these lists had been in many cases erased and 2!- 
ered so as to render them illegible. The titles of 
the bonds te which the coupons appertained, and 
the denominations ana values of the coupons, were 
many cases omitted to be stated. We were, 
therefore, forced to abandon this line of pre: 
wedure anc take up, ip lieu thereof, the ciassifiea- 
es made and certified by the assistant stock and 
bond clerk at the time when the respective voueh- 
prs were prepared for payment by the Auditor. 

The classification of the coupons by titles of the 
‘bonds, as found in the accompanying statqments 
‘ancer the head of a as per Vouchers,” 
‘was thus arrived at. hether this classification is 
worrect depends upon the correctness or other- 
‘wise of the t stoek and bond clerk’s certi- 
tied schedules. That itis not absolutely aceurate 
is demonstrated by our analysis, which procuced a 

lt shown in the tables herewith submitted and 
fore referred to as follows, viz.: That while ia 
aggregate large overpayments are found, yet 
some instan¢es “short payments” are also de- 
loped. These ‘“‘short payments” are doubt- 
ess attributable to errors of distribution 
f amounts as between the different classes 
f coupons. As tothe aggregate amount of the 
pons themselves and of the vouchers paid 
re can be no doubt, the coupons, as before 
ted, having been double eounted and the audit- 
voucbers carefully examined and ehecked. The 
of andits over and above the face vaiue of 

@ coupons may be accounted for on the theo 

hat the coupons were not canceled or numerical- 
y registered in the audit office at the time the 
ouchers were prepared for payment, and that be- 

g returned in that condition to the coupon clerk, 

coupons could easily be made to do duty for 
umerable audits. A theory has been stated 
t these overpaymente may have resulted 
m the use of counterfeit coupons. We do not 
belie ve in this theory, for the reason that there 
; Was no necessity to resort to the use of forged or 
msiterfeit coupons so long as the genuine cou- 
m3 were returned by the audit office to the cou - 
c«.clerk u and uneanceled. If the 
ipens were registered and canceled in the audit 
ce, then the use of counterfeit coupons would 
thave been necessary in order to obtain audited 
~ouchers,on whieh alone warrants would issue. 
,Of the fact that the coupons passed through the 
fu lit office without cancellation there is abundant 
eV) dance inthe ceupons themselves. We bave in 
pred possession large numbers that were au- 
tied and did not receive the cancella- 
Vom by the punch designated and used 
‘specially in the audit office, there being but 
‘one cancellation of thesecoupons, and that cancel- 
lation having been made by the distinctive punch 
tased by the coupon clerk. We bave not consid- 
ered it te be within the scope of our instructions 
to endeavor fo ascertain the names of the persons 
‘who conspired to rob the City through the repay- 
ment of coupons, the more especially as the Con- 
ftroller is understood to have employed special 
eans te detect the offenders, with which it would 
ave been improper to interfere, even if we had 
ad the power to doso; but we may ventere the 
opinion that Carroll, the deceased coupon clerk, 
could not have acted alone in this matter. 

The elaborate system which was devised bya 
former Controller for payment of coupons, which 
4s still in foree, was no doubt intended for the pre- 
‘vention of just such fraudulent payments as are 
now known to bave occurred, but the system has 
proved frnitiess of its purpose, as all systems must 
when not honestly, efficiently, and vigilantly exe-

The organization is defective 
in other respects, but it is certain that no system 
or organization, however perfect it may be in it- 
self, can succeed without the aid of honest and ca- 
ble agents and clerks. and it cannot be supposed 
hat they can be had unless reasonable sala- 
fies are paid. The business man, as a rule, 
ays for honesty, talent, and experience, 
nd gets it. It caunot fairly be considered that 
1,100, $1,200, or $1,300 per annum is a reasonable 
alary fora clerk who has the responsibility of 
andiing and accounting for millions of dollars per 
annum. It has been well said by the public press 
that “ the plain business fact of the matteris that 
t costs more to be plundered and cheated than to 
honest\y served at any rate, however high, and 
Abat sufficient salaries are the best economy which 
san be used.”

THE BRIDGE OPENING.

PREPARING FOR THE CELEBRATION—HINTS 
TO THOSE WHO WILL USE THE BRIDGE. 
The authorities, both in this City and in 
Brooklyn, are busy completing the arrangements 
for the opening of the bridge on Thursday. In- 
spector Murray conferred with Gen. Jourdan 
yesterday, and the New-York police are to be used 
to keep the streets clear down Fifth-avenue, from 
Medison-square, Fourteenth-street to Broadway, 
down Broadway to the City, Hall, and in the City 
Hall Park. A cordon will be established in front 
of the bridge entrance opposite the Registrar's 
Office. Forty mounted policemen will act as escort 
to President Arthur and others from the Fifth- 


Avenue Hotel to the bridge. They will be 
commanded by Sergt. Revel. The members of 
the Produce and Mercantile Exchanges are 
considering the question of taking a holiday. 
Col. Clark bas issued orders directing the Seventh 
Regiment to assemble in its armory at 11:15 A. M. 
for the parade as escort to the Presidene. The 
Brooklyn Aldermen have authorized their special 
committee to fire a salute of 100 guns when the 
bridge is opened. There has been a great rush for 
tickets for the reception to be given in the Brook- 
7 Academy of Music Thursday evening to Presi-

In reference to the regulation of traffic on the 
bridge, Engineer Martin has issued the following 
cireular. 

“The bridge was constructea for the purpose of 
providing sure and rapid communication between the 
two cities and not a place where leisure hours are to 
be spent and from which sights may be seen. No more 
delightful place can be found to pass a lelsure hour 
and no more advantageous tion from which to 
view the two great cities and our magnificent river 
and harbor, and when the enjoyments of passengers 
do not interfere with the permanent object of the 
bridge there will be no objection to them; but 
it is earnestly urged upon all citizens and 
visitors to remember that the bridge is a 
great business thoroughfare, and when necessary 
everything else must be sacrificed to the demanas of 
business. If the following suggestions are Observed 
itis confidently believed that the greatest practical 
utility of the bridge will be realized and the greatest 
amountof comfort and enjoyment will be secured by 
those wno travel over it. It will be observed that 
there is but one promenade, so that there is a possibil- 
ity of the lines of pede trians passing in opposite di- 
rections interfering with each other and thus imped- 
ing the progress of all. To avoid this it is desirable 
and even necessary that the rule, ‘keep to the right,’ 
should be strictiy observed. As this is the custom on 
our crowded sidewalks and streets, this would natu- 
rally regulate itself. Having determined that the 
line of travel from Brooklyn to New-York shall 
be on the easterly side of the promenade ana that 
from New-York to Brooklyn on the westerly side, the 
further suggestion is made that all persons who wish 
to move sown. or who wish to stop and view the 
scenery, should keep close to the railing, leaving the 
centre of the promenade free to those who wish to 
walk rapidly. This plan ts entirely feasible, ana with 
the assistance of those who will be most benefited ty 
it can easily be observed. The resuit will be two 
lines of pedestrians going each way—the one next the 
railing on either side moving slowly and the one in 
the centre moving rapidly. There are two roadways, 
and on these the same general plan will be adopted— 
the vehicles going te New-York will take the right- 
hand side ef the bridge and the heavily laden and 
siow moving teams will take the outside of the road- 
way and the light wagons and carriages will teke 
the side nearest the centre of the bridge. which 
will be the right hand to those going from New-Y@rk 
to Brooklyn. The heavily laden and slow teams will 
keep tothe outside of the bridge, which will be the 
right-band side of that rdadway, and the light trucks 
and carriages will take the side nearest the middle of 
the bridge. The system of tolls which has been 
ado: y the frustees of the bridge ig simple, and 
all delay at the entrance of the bridge will be avoided 
if eaeh pedestrian will have his penny and each 
driver his 10 or 30 cents ready to hand to the col- 
lector. If thisis done the stream of travel may be 
uninterrupted and the utmost dispatch and satisfac- 
tion reached.” 


Engineer Martin has appointed 20 policemen on 
the bridge at asalary of $2a day, and 40 condue- 
tors for the traction cars, whose eompensation 
will be at the same rate.

THE VIRGINIA LAND SWINDLE. 


EXAMINATION IN THE CASE OF ABRAM SUY- 
DAM. 

The examination in the case of Abram Suy- 
dam, who is charged by James M. Flagg with hav- 
ing swindled him out of about $1,500 by means of 
fraudulent titles to certain lands in Virginia and 
West Virginia, was commenced before Justice 
Patterson, in the Jefferson Market Police Court, 
yesterday. The lands in question, over 700,000 
acres, had been seleeted for investment by a syn- 
dieate of Scotch capitalists. The negotiations for 
their purchase by the syndicate from Flagg were 
almost completed, and the purchase money, 
amounting to nearly $450,000,was ready to be 
paid over, when the fraudulent nature of 
the title deeds submitted was discovered. 
Flagg charged that Suydam furnished 
him with the abstract of the titles for the 
property, and he supposed that they were genuine, 
and that he had purchased the property through 
Suydam, who acted as his agentin the matter. 
Suydam was arrested on the 17th ult. and has been 
in prison ever since, being unable to furnish $1,500 
bail for his appearance. At the examination yes- 
terday he acted as his own counsel, and subjected 
Flagg, the complaining witness, toa very search- 
ing cross-examination in which he showed great 
ability and tact, but he met his match in the wit- 
ness, who 1s a lawyer and apparently a very shrewd 
one. Inthe course of the examination Flagg said 
he supposed thathe had purchased the lands in 
question through Suydam, who furnished the ab- 
stracts of titles, and he expected to pay from 5to 15 
cents an acre. He had given Suydam in all 
between $4,000 and $5,000 asa portion of the 
purchase money, and he understood that the bal- 
ance could be paid after the lands had been dis- 

sed of. He refused to answer all questions re- 

erring to the negotiations for selling the lands 
the Seotch capitalists. Suydam was to have had 
percentage of the proceedsof thesale. The de- 
fendant said that Flagg had employed him merely 
to furnish a paper title to the lands which was far 
different toa possessory title of lands granted 
under old patents from the Commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia, upon which there are accumulations of 
claims of various sorts, such as tax titles, junior 
patents, and a portion of which was settled by 
squatters. This paper title was furnished and he 
agreed that Flagg well knew when he entered into 
negotiations for the sale of the lands that he did 
not have a clear title to the property. The exami- 
nation will be resumed to-day.

MRS. WANDELL’S CHARGES. 


TESTIMONY IN THE DIVORCE &UIT AGAINST 
FRANCIS N. WANDELL. 

The trial of the suit of Charlotte M. Wandell 
for a legal separation from Francis N. Wandell 
was begun before Judge O’Gorman, in the Superior 
Court, Special Term, yesterday. Mrs. Wandell 
charges that her busband, who is a son of ex-Police 
Justice Wandell, treatea her cruelly and at last 
abandoned her toreturn to the home of his parents, 
who had always been hostileto her. In his defense, 
Wandell denies the charges of cruelty, and asserts 
that his wife neglected their child and aban- 
doned him by going to Chicago without his 
permission. Testifying in her own behalf, Mrs. 


Wandell said that when she was married to Wan- 
dell, in November, 1877, she was only aapenas of age. 
For some time prior to her marriage she had becn 
compelled to earn her own living, which’ she did 
by aeting as a saleswoman. Her child is now about 
4% years old. Soon after the birth of the infant, 
her husband struck her on the side of her face and 
broke one of her ear-rings. He begged her not to 
say anvthing about the matter, and seemed very 
repentant, yet immediately afterward he be- 
gan to neglect ber. Returning from his place 
of business he would go to the home of his 
parents aud remain there until bed-time, so that 
she led a miserable, lonely life. She often begged 
him to treat ber more kindly, ana he then re- 
fused to speak to berfor days atatime. When 
she was sick he would leave only 25 or 50 centsa 
day forher. He refused toallow her $10a week 
for household expense:, saying that she could get 
along with less, and therefere she and her 
servant often did not have enough to eat. 
His treatment of her was unbearable, and 
she was finally compelled to leave him 
and go to Chicago. Before going away 
she tried to explain to him her reasons for leaving 
him, but he refused to listen to her, saying that he 
had no time, for he did not wish to lose a five-cent 
train on the elevated road. 

William R. Wilcex testified that after Mrs. Wan- 
dell left her husband, and while she was preparing 
to go to Chicago, she lived at his house. He then 
saw that she only hada miserable calico wrapper 
and a frock of bunting. Both were in a bad 
state. When she returned from Chicago her hus- 
band visited her at the witness's house. After they 
had conversed along time the witness was given 
to understand that they had settled their differ- 
ences. On the following nicht Wandell visited her 
again. After he had talked with her she ran out 
of the room and told the witness, while she sobbed, 
that her husband had refused to live with her 
again. The witness asked Wandell if he had re- 
fused to live with his wife, and he answered tbat 
he had, and that his father had threatened to dis- 
own him if he lived with her. The wife of Mr. Wil- 
cox gave similar testimony. The case is still on.

HARLEM RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 
Sen eS 
JUDGE BARRETT’S DECISION ON THE COSTS 
OF THE COMMISSIONERS. 

The bill of costs and expenses of the Commis- 
sioners of the Harlem River Improvement, amount- 
ing to $111,000, was presented to Judge Barrett, in 
Supreme Court, Chambers, several weeks ago, and 
a motion was made to have it sent to a Referee for 
taxation. The motion was opposed by Mr. Frank- 
lin Bartlett, counsel for the owners of some of the 
land taken for the purposes of the improvement. 
He argued that the court should directly tax 
the costs and expenses, and not delegate its 
power to a Referee. He objected to the 


allowance of fees to Commissioners William R. 
Grace and William F. Smith on the ground that 
they had violated law by acting as Commissioners 
while they were City officers, the former being 
Mayor and the latter a Commissioner of Police; to 
Bernard Smyth for a so-called appraisal of the 
velue of the parcels of Jand, on the ground that he 
had not done the work of appraising; toS. E. 
Lyon, the counsel for the United States in the 
proceedings, on the ground that Gen. 
John Newton had ono right to _ employ 
a lawyer to be paid by the land-owners, 
and to Thomas L. Ogden, the Attorney of the Com- 
missioners, on the ground that the Commissioners 
bad no authority to employ a lawyer unless they 
intended to pay him themselves. Judge Barrett 
decided yesterday that, although Lawyers Lyon 
and Ogden rendered valuable services, their charges 
eannot be saddled upon the owners of the land, 
but should be paid by the persoris who employed 
them. Hesustained the claim of Commissioners 
Grace and Smith to compensation by declaring 
that the office of a Commissioner was not a civil 
one within the meaning of the statutes referred to 
Mr. Bartlett; and by pointing out that 
Commissioners are not to be paid 
by the City, but by the land-owners. 
He was unwilling. however, to allow for their com- 
pensation the large sums the Commissioners have 
claimed—$15,000 for Gen. Smith and $10,000 each 
for Messrs. William R. Grace and James D. Fish. 
He therefore referred the matter in order to have 
a proper compensation for them ascertained 
through an inguiry into the character and extent 
of their work. He*appointed ex-Judge William 
Mitchell as the Referee, and ordered him to also 
aseertain and report the services rendered by Ber- 
pard Smyth to the Commissioners,

THE LATE REV.WILLIAM H. HORNBLOWER. 
The Rev. Dr. Willtam H. Hornblower, who 
was stricken with paralysison Sunday morning 
while preaching in Pittsburg, was born in Newark, 
N. J., about 61 years ago. His father was Chief- 
Justice of New-Jersey, and his grandfather brought 
to America the first steam-engine seen in this 
country. Dr. Hornblower was graduated at Prince- 
ton, and began studying Jaw, but ina year or two 
entered Princeton Theological Seminary. and on 
graduating therefrom entered the ministry, and 
was immediately called as Assistant Pastor to the 
First Presbyterian Church, at Paterson. A ftew 
months later the Pastor resigned, and Mr. Horn- 
blower was called tothe vacant pulpit, which he 
filled with great acceptance for 27 years. In 1871 
he accepted the newly created Chair of Pastoral 
Theology and Sacred Rhetoric in the Western 
Theological Seminary, at Allegheny City, Penn., 
where he since remained. He was married in 
Paterson to a sister of the late Henry V. Butler, 
proprietor of the Ivanhoe Paper Mill in that place. 
One ot his sisters is the wife of Justice Bradley, of 
the United States Supreme Court, and another 
was the wife of the late Judge Lewis B. Woodruff, 
of the United States Circuit Court in New-York.
